In speak- 
ing of this characteristic, George Conk- 
lin, who has been constantly associated 
with wild beasts for more than 40 years, 
says: 

“The instinct for self-destruction 
is common among all kinds of animals, 
and the causes are, in many instances, 
the ,same as usually impel a man or 
woman to take his or her life. Prob- 
ably the most pronounced of these 
causes are loneliness, homesickness, 
loss of companions or progeny and Iill- 
health. There are animals that periodi- 
cally have a return of the suicidal. ma- 
nia and that can be saved from sgelf- 
destruction only by the most intelligent 
and careful treatment. ‘As a rule, how- 
ever, when the animal has made up 
its mind, so to speak, to commit suicide, 
nothing can’ prevent it, and the keeper, 
not only for reasons of humanity, but 
also because an animal in that condition 
is extremely dangerous, often {is com- 
pelled to end its sufferings by hasten- 
ing its death.”

To be a good clown one must be a 
student of human nature, as from his 
ardience he gets the cue as to what 
will ‘“‘go’’ with them. When he plavs 
to the “blues,"’ or fiftv-cent seats, he 
indulges in the broadest coméedyv—horse 
play—and finds it easy to amuse them. 
But, as he works his way to the front of 
the reserved seats his methods change, 
and his fokes and antics are more re- 
fined. and he becomes an actor, for this 
audience is harder to amuse and more 
eritical than the other. He makes a 
merry jest at the expense of the trusts 
or the foibles of society; touches upon 
politica, sometimes even delving into 
literature; comedy that, while {t con- 
vulses the dollartseats, would be almost 
wholiv lost to the Biues.”’ Mayors, 
sheriffs, statesmen or officers of the 
Society For the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children are shining marks for the talk- 
ime clown, By methods of his own he 
finds out where they are sitting and 
he uses them freely to the great amuse- 
ment of his auditors. 

Clowns are extremely jealous of one 
lanother. and when one gets too close 
lto another’s act and steals some of his 
llaughs, a tempest is sure to follow and 
'a complaint to the head clown, even if 
no more serious resvuits ensu-. Some- 
times a disagreement of this sort is car- 
ried to the dressing room, with the re- 
suM that a fine is charged up against 
some one. Each clown has his place in 
the ring, his time and his work, and he 
is supposeg to move on after a stated 
period and give the others a «chance, 
until a complete circuit of the arena 
has been made dy all. 

One of the most frequent causes of

In 
another instance the head of a menage 
act was fined an equal amount for what 
was considered an unnecessary beating 
administered to a performing horse. And 
this. despite the fact that the horse 
was his own property. Few decent 
shows will tolerate brutal treatment of 
their horses. Striking any horse in 
the show on the head means instant dis- 
missal, and if the superintendeng of 
horses is a witness to the act he Is 
quite nrone to assist the unlucky one’s 
exit with a well-directed kick. 


If all the anfmals in a circus mena- 
gerie were to escape from their cages 
at one time. the animal man of expert- 
ence will tell you that he could capture 
and have them recaged with ifn 30 
Minutes. Not knowing what freedom {s, 
the animals in their new and strange 
environment would seek to hide from 
man, whom they fear, and. as the most 
accessible hiding place to be found 
would be beneath the cages, there they 
would creep to. Cage sides set up

Our Wonderfual Brain. 
(From an Article on “Brain arid Body,” 
in the July Everybody's.) 
The discovery of a special speech re- 
gion in the brain furnished a key for

OBITUARY 


The death of Captain Joel Mable 
moved from our midst a man who has 
been closely identified with the life of 
the south in general and of Georgia in 
particular. 

Reared -. at Mableton, Cobb county, 
Georgia, he was graduated from David- 
Son college, North Carolina, in 1861, the 
first year of the war, and being young 
and patriotic, was quick to enlist for the 
défense of his country. He served dur- 
ing the entire war, rose to the rank of 
fergeant-major and surrendered at Ap- 
pomattox’ under Lee. 

In 1872, when the dearly beloved Mr. 
Mallon was inaugurating the first sys- 
tem of public schools for Atlanta, Mr. 
was elected principal of the De- 
catur street public school, one of the 
first ever given to Atlanta. Associated 
with him were such celebrated charac- 
ters as Mrs. Witcher, Mrs. Kate Kirk- 
tae well-known 
historian. Mr. Mable was always a 
warm supporter of Mr. Mallon, whom he 
counted among his most intimate 
friends. 

Being a civil -engineer by profession, 
Mr. Mable gave up teaching to take up 
this line of work. 

He built both the old Atlanta water- 
works and the new, having with Colonel 
Frobel, advocated bringing water from 
the river long before the city was awake 
to that necessity. No civil engineer in 
the south enjoyed a higher reputation

ITHIN the compass of a brief 
paper Uke this it would 
clearly be impossible to give 

anything like a comprehensive account 
of the growth of national education in 


Japan. 

I can but indicate the main features 
of our educational system as it is to- 
dav, and as a beginning, I do not think 
I could do better than quote the Im- 
perial rescript on education of his 
majesty the emperor, which runs as 


follows: 
“Know. ye, our subjects: 
“Our imperial ancestors have found- 


everlasting, and kave deeply and firm- 
ly implanted vir:ue; our subjects, ever 
tunited in loyalty and filjal piety, have 
from generation to generation, fllus- 
trated the beauty therof. This is th 
glory of the fundamental character 
of our empire, and herein also Hes 
the source of cur education. 

“Ye, our subjects, be filial to your 
parents, affectionate to your brothers 
and sisters: as husbands and wives 
be harmonious, as friends true; bear 
yourselves in modesty and moderation; 
extend your benevolence to ali; pursue 
learning and cultivate arts, and there- 
by develop intellectual faculties and 
perfect moral powers; furthermore, 
advance public good and promote com- 
mon interests; always respect the con- 
stitution and observe the laws; should 
emergency arise, offer yourselves 
courageously to the state, and thus 
guard and maintain the prosperity of 
our imperial throne, coeval with heav- 
en and earth. So shall ye not only be 
our good and faithful subjects, but 
render illustrious the best traditions

Such, then, is the broad foundation 
upon .which our national education is 
based, and it will be noticed that the 
imperial rescript lays special stress upon 
the moral teaching, which, apart from 
purely scholastic exercises, forms a mo3t 
important part of Japanese education. 

Our education is indeed national, for 
the whole system is homogeneous, and is 
controlled and directed by the state, 
and, so far as our schools are concerned, 
dlass distinctions are practicably un- 
known. 

Almost all our elementary and second- 
ary schools are provided and maintained 
either by the central or local govern- 
ment; attendance at elementary or lower 
primary schools is compulsory on all, 
and tthe chidlren of rich ang poor alike 
are taught together and pass through 
precisely the same curriculum. 

Education in my country begins after 
the child has completed its sixth year, 
when he enters a lower primary school, 
where he remains for four years. 

Then he is promoted to an sipper pri- 
mary school, where, again, the course is 
for four years. |

his upper primary cOurse may be, and 
usually will be, shortened by two years;

_ LEARN IN THEIR SCHOOLS

he then proceeds to a middle or second- 
ary school, -where he studies for five 


years. 

In the middie schools, boys and girls, 
hitherto educateg together, are sepa- 
rated. The education is not entirely 
free, except in special cases; but the 
fees are trifling, amounting to about 30 
smuings a year, English money. 
Whether the boy proceeds to one cf 
our universities depends greatly upon 
what he wishes to do in life. But saould 
he desire to pursue his education, every 
facility is given to him, and-he can pass 
through a university course very cheaply 
indeed. 

Lower primary, upper primary, middle 
school, and perhaps university, then, is 
the ordinary course. of education in Ja- 
pan. But it is subject to considerable 


modification. 

Technical schools are a most inyportent 
feature of our system. These may be 
roughly classified. as technical schools 
for agriculture, for commerce and for 
arts and crafts. 

The schoolboy, then, who has his own 
living to earn in the future, may pro- 
ceed toa technical school on complet- 
ing either his lower or upger primary 
education, or, in the case \@f higher 
technical schools, after finishing his 
time at middle school. Techuical ed- 
ucation, I reapea‘t, is a most important 
part of our system, and we endeavor 
from the earliest possible age to train 
and develop whatever special abilities 
the child may possess. 

To the importance we.attach to moral 
teaching, which is not to be confound- 
ed with. purely religious instruction, I 
have already alluded, but 1 may adi 
that from the time a child enters a 
lower primary school until he leaves 
his middle or technical college, sev- 
eral hours a week are devoted to the 
inculcation of morals. 

So far as general education is con- 
cerned, we lay great stress on the 
study of our national history, whilst 
in the middle schcols English is a reg- 
ular and important subject. 

For the rest, in regard to such sub- 
jects as reading, writing, mathematics, 
geography, and so on, we follow much 
the same lines as European nations. 

We do not encourage examinations. 
Indeed, in the primary schools and 


girls’ schools examinations are abso- 
lutely forbidden, and even in the high- 
er realms of education, although they 
are inevitable, they are dispensed with 
as far as possible. 

Turning to physical education. we 
pay great atterftion to it; the small 
children are encouraged and taught to 
play regular games, whilst for the 
older ones gymnestic and military 
drill are principle subject of  in- 
struction. Girls, too, are taught 
drill, but not the military variety. In 
regard to games, attempts have been 
made to introduce cricket and foot- 
ball, but so far the only American 
game that has “eaught on’ is’ the 
A@e@ican one of baseball. 

Having mentioned girls, I may con- 
clude with a word or two about fem- 
inine education in Japan. 

We have our special schools for girls 
and colleges for the higher educa- 
tion of women, and feminine education 
is certainly not neglected. 

But as the great majority of our wo- 
men marry, the whole system is de- 
signed to produce rather’ capabie 
wives and mothers than learned schol- 
ars. 

Instruction in household duties, in 
Sanitation, and in nursing, and gen- 
erally speaking, in everything con- 
nected with domestic life, bulks far 
more largely in the Japanese girls’ 
education than mere academic knowl- 
edge. 

The aim is to turn out women who 
may be relied upon not only efficient- 
ly to manage their homes and their 
children, but to lend that succor and 
comfort to the gick of all ages which 
os regard as woman's special prov- 
nce.

in DeKalb county. Just as the little 
churches and the big’ churches were 
represented at the celebration, so are 
they represented at the singings, and 
the towns, especially Atlanta, turns 
out in greater numbers—facilities for 
getting to Decatur are greater now 
and the population has itnoreased, new 
people have moved in and new babies 
been born. The towns board the trains 
and street cars and all along the ways 
there is sounds of joyful glee. But the 


j glee of these people on the cars does 


not impress me as being up to the peo- 
ple in wagons, buggies and carriages in 
the quality of happiness—it is the 
sound of a thousand joyful throats on 
every big road leading to Decatur, hap- 
py songs and glorious shouts is what is 
heard and the quality counts for much 
as between the jar and rattle of the 
cars, I don’t think any are left at 
home, for by 10 o’clock on these days 
the court house is full, the big square 
is full and every nook and corner of 
our town is full. Seven or eight thou- 
sand were here on last Sunday, old 
friends shaking hands and new ac- 
quaintances being made, and fn all this 
crowd there were no regrets on to- 
morrow, not a sore head nor black 
eye, nor suits in court, for no thought 
of whisky enters there and not a@ an- 
gry word will be uttered. We don’t 
blame Atlanta from wanting Decatur 
within her fold, and we would not 
blame her for wanting the whole coun- 
ty of DeKalb. 

Tt is great to stand and watch the 
movements of the people of thig occa- 
sion. One may read the feelings of every 
group that passes, some are grouped off 
under the trees, some stray off In couples 
and sit in the buggies, but a glance of 
the eye, a blush on the cheek tellg a tale 
on many a young boy and girl that they 
fully thought was only known to them- 
selves. The tranquil rest that possesses 
some of the groups where old people 
lounge on the grass tell a story of their 
hearts. Perhaps a silent tear will roll 
over some of the cheeks when a song 
sweeter than the rest brings up memories 
of what hag passed and some dear ones 
lost, but no real sorrow, remorse, can 
enter such a crowd. 

But dinner, that is the rub with 
(Brown, and Jd jike chicken and shoat, and 
mutton and such, pretty smart myself. 
And pies, cakes, pickles to burn, with all 
sorts of the canned truck that wag what 
they spread under every tree and in 
every direction. Buttermilk, too, cool on 
ice and fresh from the homes of these 
country folk and coffee, they had plenty 
of that for old people, but I think one 
of our county officers furnished this, 
being that I know it to be one of his 
notions that everybody should drink 
three cups a meal, winter and summer. 
I traveled a little with him once and 
coffee he must have, and he thinks all 
his friends should have it, too. 

For az hour, since I began this letter, 
a mockingbird has been singing as no 
other bird can sing, in a trée not far off.

a state of terrorism and murder came 
about. It may be said then, that the 
first fault lay with the soctalists, who 
began killing their non-socialistic 
compatriots a year or so ago. Dur- 
ing the month of Jariuary, 1906, they 
determined to organize a general 
strike on the same lines as that of 
the preceding autumn. The non-so- 
cialgitic workmen, remembering the 
horryrs of the last strike, were as 
determined that no repetition should 
take place and refused to leave their 
work. So the strike failed. There 


were small ones here and there, but 


many factories, even in Lodz, were 
kept at full work. The socialists 
swore they never would forgive their 
opponents and passed sentences of 
death against them: they have been 
passing them ever since, with the ad- 
dition that the non-socialists, tired of 
befng murdered wholesale, pass sen- 
tences, too. 


Happily, this awful feud is chiefly con- 
fined to Lodz, where the socialistic ele- 
ment has always been strong and where 
the population ts almost entirely indus- 
trial; otherwise the state of the king- 
dom of Poland would be abscolutely un- 
bearable for any but hardened assassins. 
‘When a well-known \anti-socialist—a 
man who has waged war aguinst the 
assassins—goes out he {s escorted Dy a 
bodyguard of friends, who hold their 
revolvers in their hands. He dare not 
enter a cab or a car alone: for the 
chances are ten to one that his fellow 
passengers are in the pay of his ene- 
mies and ready to muraer him at the 
first opportunity. A man who dares to 
put an end to a strike by arranging con- 
ditions of work or pay with the foreman 
and managers is sure to be shot at, and 
the wonder is that men are stil] to be 
found who will risk their lives at such 
dangerous work. 

The soctalists’ method is very simple. 
They (possess a committee, known as 
the “Black Band,” whose whole duty 
is to pass and execute death sentences 
upon their political enemies. They have 
their spies In all the factories and work- 
shops; they also receive letters of denun- 
clation, which are left at a certain low 
pot house. The ‘Black Band’ meets at 
various other low pot houses two or 
three times a week. The place of meet- 
ing fs always being changed, and so 
well is the secret kept that the police, 
in spite of several raids,.have not yet 
been able to catch them red-handed. 
One of the accompanying illustrations 
shows one of their ald hasmts,. which 
was fired at and. finally entered by a 
patrol. But the birds had flown into 
the darkness of the night, and avenged 
themstives by shooting the policeman 
wito headed the raid.

replaced by a socialist, whose name is 
given. Suppose the foreman refused to 
comply with the request either because 
“A’’ is @ good workman or because the 
foreman objects to interference. Then 
“A's” days are numbered. His name 
comes once more before the committee, 
and he is sentenced to death “for daring 
to rebel against the “Black aBnd.” 

The Black Band is worked in conmectfon 
with a ‘“‘kantor,” or office, where those 
who know the ropes can hire rmrftians 
to murder their enemies, at prices rang- 
ing from $2 to $10, according to the 
social status of the victims and the time 
it takes to entrap them to a suitable 
spot for murder. This ‘Kantor’ sup- 
plies the men to kill poor ‘A.’ Being 
a workman he is easy to get at. He 
must walk to and from his work every 
day, and the locks of his wretched lodg- 
ing are none too secure. It is an open 
secret that the murder of such a man 
does not cost more than a couple of dol- 
lars, whilst a doctor or a lawyer can be 
“removed” for $10. 

If “A.’’ has armed friends to guard 
him on his way to and from work, the 
ruffians will go to his lodging. He is 
at this dinner, or supper, surrounded Dy 
his wife and family; a loud knock is 
heard at the door. He asks who is there. 
A voice cries in Russian, “Open! It’s 
the police.”” He obeys. Two or three 
hirelings of the Black Band fall upon 
him, shoot him till they are satisfied 
that he is dea@, and, after firing the 
rest of their bullets into the walls, make 
off again. 

Nobdy in the building dares go to sée 
why such screams are coming from 
‘‘A’s’’ room, for fear of the terrorists 
exceeds any feelings of humanity. The 
ruffians walk down the common gtair- 
case in broad daylight and cooly dis- 
perse in the street, to meet again later 
in the day and get their blood money 
from the Black Band. ‘“A’S3’”’ ¢@ase is 
that of hundreds of honest working men 
who havé perished in Lodz during the 
last year or so, and are still perishing 
daily. 

Pursued After Death. 

Bven when he is dead the Black Band 
has not vented all its hatred upon him.

It is not often that such a victim gets 
off as easily as one Michal Michta did 
the other day, for only.a lucky chance

He and “his friend, Andrew Bilacha— 
both strong anti-socialtists—were shot at 
by order of the Blank Band, because 
they voted against a strike at a work- 
men’s meeting. They were both wound- 
ed, Blacha seriously, and Michta slightly, 
and taken by a patrol to the hospital. 
Blacha had to be chloroformed and after 
the operation was carried into ward No. 
9. Michta had been put into ward No. 
7, and feeling fairly well one evening, 
put on a hospital dressing gown and 


getting on. They were chatting ftogeth- 
er when a band .of men rushed into the 
ward, went.setraight up to Blacha’s bed 
and killed him with six or seven re 
volver shots: Michta; who stood ‘by pet- 
rified with fear, heard’ them say; “Now, 
let’s go to ward No. 7 arid polish off 
that rogue Michta.” Happily they did 
not recognize him in his bandages and 
dressing gown and ran off to his ward, 
whilst ‘the hid under his dead friend's 
bed till the hospital was rid of his would- 
be murderers. They expressed great 
surprise at not finding Michta in ward 
No. 7, and looked’ ufider all the beds in 
the room. Then they left, promising to 
come another time.’ And they did not 
fail to ereack a few jokes with the other 
patiehts, as if they trad corne on a nat- 
ural and praiseworthy errand. 

Their conduct was the more daring be- 
cause the hospital stands between the 
Cossacks’ barracks and a: prison, which 
is guarded by a strong. patrol. Michta 
was immediately removed to the prison 
hospital, and begs to be allowed to stey 
there, as he says he is sure to be snot 
as soon @s he goes out. His friends are 
trying to get him over the frontier, and 
thence to America: but his wife anda 
family will have to be left behind for 
want of funds.

They often publish the names of their 
victims in the local papers, giving de- 
tails of the murder and the reasons 
for passing the death sentences, Even

America now is the time to send 
them to London.

And as 
surely would the wrath of Sir Henry 
Irving be chagrined could it make a 
similar excursion, since the first impor- 
tant London playhouse to be dtvoted 
to out-and-out ‘“‘thrillers’” is the historic 
Lyceum, the scete of the knight's great- 
ers triumphs, as well ag Of his eventual 
vicissitudes. 

The new watchword with London man- 
agers, in fact, seems to be ‘produce 
melodrama if you would turn a hoodoo 
house into a profitiable ond&’’ and cer- 
tainly thé example of the famous Ly- 
ceum affords no little justification for 
such a recipe. It will be remembered 
that after Irving had assured himself 
that Shakespeare spells ruin in London 
unless garnished with “effects’’ to the 
last degree, the Lyceum was turned into 
a music hal and run on the “‘two shows 
a night’ principle by a wealthy mana- 
ger from the provinces. Stark failure 
was the result, however, and for months 
afterwards the theater stood untenanted 
‘a melancholy object. 

Then it was that a pair of compara- 
tively youthful managers whose efforts 
previously had been confined to the east 
—or coster—end of London, took over 
the ancient temple of Shakespeare and 
announced that ‘popular melodrama 
would be produced there at “popular 
prices.”” The latter range from |0 cents 
to about a dollar, and the first produc- 
tion by the new management—a lurid 
piece called ‘Her Love Against the 
World,’’ proved the biggest success 
known in London in recent years. It 
has been promptly followed, moreover, 
by a second production ‘The Midnight 
Wedding,” which is as emphatic a hit 
as the first, and the fervor with which 
the hero and heroline at the Lyceum are 
applauded nightly, and the villain hissed 
recall to old Londoners the pailmiest 
davs of Terriss and Jessie Millward, as 
well as of the famous ‘Surrey’? across 

river. 
As may be said, too, that melodrama 
of a gort—imported from America—has 
goven new life to another London play- 
house that has been.a hoodoo for years; 
Terry's theater having come into its 
own again with ‘Mrs. Wiggs of the 


Cabbage Patch,” after a history of bad 
luck as perhaps no other London thea- 
ter can match. It is evident, moreover, 


ithat the “tops” is being taken, for the

The surprise of the Harvey sea- 
son, however, was the old Dumas play, 
which, in spite ose antiquated form 
and labored dialogue, succeeded. in 
thrilling audiences to such an extent 
that it is to be put on for a run at an- 
other theater as soon gs the Adelphi en- 
gagement ends. It was, of course. one 
of the biggest successes of Irving in his 
prime, but few expected it to please the 
jaded playgoers of the Strand, and Har- 
vey’s appearance in it was made largely 
for the sake of doubling the parts of 
the brothers. He doeg this, by the way, 
exremely well. 

It Will be seen, then, that the chances 
for real American ‘‘thrillers’’ are un- 
commonly good in London at present. 
Perhaps one of them would bring for- 
tune-to another London playhouse which 
is under a cloud—the Imperial, in West- 
minister, which Mrs. Langtry built at 
vast expense, and which has proved the 
worst Kind of a ‘white elephant.’’ So 
far as\one remembers there never has 
been a single success there. 

The Waldorf is another playhouse 
whose hoodoo might be banished by an 
American success of the melodramatic 
type. May be, in fact, since “In the 
Bishop’s Carriage” is to be produced 
Shortly at this theater, which has been 
chosed since the conclusion of the Soth- 
ern-Marlowe visit. That visit, by the 
way, though a complete artistic success, 
did not do much to mend the material 
fortunes of this house, which has been 
@ loser from the start. It was opened 
by the Shubertg with an English ver- 
sion oY “Zapfenstreich,’’ but this did 
no great things, and a long series of 
failures has _ followed, including Cyril 
Maude’s venture with “Shore Acres,” 
and that of the American management 
with “Mrs. Temple’s Telegram.” 

Meanwhile it lookg as if the returning 
taste for melodrama in London had be- 
gun to strike American managers al- 
ready, judging from William A. Brady’s 
decision to present “Way Down WPast”’ 
at the Aldwych. Neither this piece, how- 
ever, nor ‘In the Bishop's Carriage’’ is 
of the order of the pieces which have 
“saved” the Lyceum and which are ex- 
pected to “save” the Princess. What 
London is yearning for is manifestly 
another ‘“‘Blue Jeans,” ‘‘Heart of Mary- 
land’ or ‘Fatal’ Wedding,’’ so whoever 
is possessed of such in the United States 
will do well to send them across forth- 
with.

Strong Parallel. 

There is a strong parallel between the 
work of Mistral and his colleagues and 
that of the Gaelic League—without till 
now, however, the league’s peculiar 
political activity. Mistral has edited a 
Provencal newspaper, compiled a Pro- 
vencal-French gictionary, and organized 
at Arles a wonderful museum, where are 
preserved the ancient furniture, jeweiry, 
and other remains of the country’s great 
past. 

It is not the first time that Provence 
has followed a poet, for one of her most 
famous kings was Rene, himself a poet, 
and who surrounded himself at Aries 
with a court of artists and philosophers. 

Heresy has more than once found a 
home in these southern provinces, ana 
as a converse it is interesting to note 
that Avignon, which was for years the 
home of the popes, is a Provencal town. 

As one giances at the map of the 
region it is impossible to avoid being 
impressed with the number of names 
that have entered largely into the his- 
tory of French romance.

London, July 6.—Mrs. Potter Palmer 
has at least achieved one distinction 
here. She has denied more reports fhat 
she was engaged to be married than 
any other woman of social prominence 
in England. Her denial that she was 
going to wed the earl of Munster was 
the fourth contradiction of matrimo- 
nial intentions which had been publicly 
attributed to her that she has made in 
about as many months. And there were 
others before that. There seems to be 
great anxiety in some quarters that this 
rich. American widow should marry 
again. But ] cannot imagine how it 
came to be published in America that 
she was engaged to the earl of Mun- 
ster. 

There is usually some foundation for 
rumors of this sort, but in this instance 
there was absolutely none. Mrs. Potter 
Palmer told me that she had never ever 
met the earl. She was absent at the 
Ascot races when the early editions of 
the London afternoon papers, without 
taking any pains to verify it, published 
the report as it was cabled from Amier- 
ica. Mrs. Palmer did her denying by 
telephone after she got back, coupled 
with expressions of annoyance that pub- 
licity had been given to the report. 

The earl said, too, he much regretted 
it. Some of his candid friends say what 
he most regrets is that the report {s not 
true. -For he is one of the impecunious 
peers and cannot afford to marry unless 
there is money jn it. That is why, al- 
though forty-five years old, he is still a 
bachelor. He has no broad acres and no 
old castle. He succeeded to the titles— 
a barren English barony, a8 well as an 
Trish earldom—on the death of his elder 
brother in the South African war in 
1902. The original earldom was con- 
ferred in 183! as a solatium for the bar 
sinister. The first earl was the eldest 
eon of the beautiful Mrs. Jordan and 
King William IV._~ Therefore, the pvfes- 
ent earl can boast that he has royal 
blood in his veins, but he has inherited 
no great talents along with it. He holds 
a minor position at the court as one of 
the king’s gentlemen wushers. And his 
English barony carries with ft a seat in 
the house of lords. Perhaps the pub- 
licity that has been given to him through 
the report of his engagement to Mrs.

all coldly in the face. We were bluffed 
by the old soldier. Amen. That is all, 
We heard no noise upstairs, for the 
child was too proud and well brought- 
up to cry again that day—no matter 
what! 

Many American children are odious. ! 
have never seen a French child that 
was not delightful—if only by its grav- 
ity, its politeness, its silence when not 
directly addressed, its pleasimg dictio., 
its well-modulated voice. 

In front of us in the rue Deves Neu- 
illy“which is a ‘Parisian suburb—three 
nice children ‘‘ocoupy themselves’’ upon 
the balcony. They ‘‘do salon,” which is 
“playing parlor’; they ‘‘do automobile”; 
they tend their flowers in big pots; thev 
make houses with umbrellas. NeVer once 
does one hear a voice lifted. The boy 
tyrannizes over the two girls—as males 
should do in France; but have no fear; 
the Httle pieces have their coquetry 4a!. 
ready, their soft ways, and their allure- 
ments; the male ‘“‘figures, to himself’ 
What he is boss—he isn't. : 

Why are they so charming, all the 
children of fair France? I who have 
lived among them seventeen years, know 
jt is by sustained severity. French par- 
ents cannot laugh‘\at Buster Brown. 
And, note, our ‘Buster has no grand- 
mother to spoil him worse. 

l, who was once young, have a sou- 
venir that dims my eyes as l tap these 
words on the typewriter, golden, rain- 
powed, the transfigured face of the dear 
old grandmother who protected me when 
1 did wrong. 

Helene’s grandparents were in no wise 
an exceptian. Angele is pure happiness 
to all who know her. In her Neuilly 
garden, a true bower of roses groomed 
by a Scotch gardener, the grapes ripen 
early, but a neighbors’ grapevine, 
slightly overhanging, ripens two weeks 
sooner. 

I was lying in the hammock when the 
terrible event burst on us. Angele came 
to us with two bunches of 
sweet grapes her toy lace-edged 
apron. 

‘Des raisins! des beaux raisins!'’ she 
sang; she was all flushed and gay as 
one who has made a discovery. ... 
“Des beaux. ae 

“Angele, whence come those grapes?’ 
The voice -was that of the accusing 
spirit of the Apocalypse. The sun stop- 
ped in its course, The perfumed breezes 
of that bower no longer blew. All na- 
ture stood arrested in pained stress and 
uncertainty as the grandmother ad- 
vanced with her amethyst-tipped ebony 
cane. “Angele, whence come those 
grapes ?’’ 

The child had a momentary weakness. 

“They come from our wall,”’ she an- 
swered. 

“Art thou quite sure they 
grapes?’’ 

“Surely, grand’mere—” the little beau- 
ty faltered. ... 

“Angele has stolen, and Angele has 
lied!’’ pronounced the old cracked voice 
remorselessly. “Our grapes are not “yet 
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ripe by fifteen days. They- are the 
grapes of our neighbor, Fontana, Angele 
will go to Fontana and say, ‘Monsieur 
(Fiontana, J] have stolen your grapes and 
bring them back to you.’ ”’ 

Oh, the sun was clouded at that mo- 
ment. Angele fell upon her ~- Knees. 
“‘Grand’-mere, grand’-mere, they were 
our grapes, they hung well over on our 
side and threw shade on our plants!’ 
(A legal verity, the exact argument of 
the old French droit commun.) 

In vain Angele expounded. For relent- 
less Mme. de G—, relic of other days, 
cotte vielle toupie, there is .a higher 
equality, another honor. ‘‘Angele will go 
to Fontana and say, ‘I have stolen 
grapes and bring them back... .’” 

The child writhed on the grass. Great 
tears rolled down her lovely cheeks. 
“Grand’-mere, grand’-mere. ee 
voice ought toe have melted stone. 
‘‘Grand’-mere. ig 

It was a scene that lasted full five 
minutes. Angele offered anything not 
to be put to that humiliation. Old Fon- 
tana, the archi-millionaire Paris jeweler, 
was her great friend, her wise compan- 
ion in delightful walks along the River 
Seine. With h§s dog “‘Gift’’ they were, | 
that afternoon, to do a marvelous “bal- 
lade,” or loafing trip to the old dueling 
ground of Isle de la Jatte, where there 
is pink syrup-and-water. 

“Grand’-mere, grand’-mere! .” She 
offered to give all her toys to her cous- 
ins. She offered not to wear a new 
gown for a month. She offered not to g0 
upon the auto trip. 

In vain. The white old face changed 
not a line. “Angele has stolen and An- 
gele has lied. * (1 dared not say a 
word). Then something awful almost 
happened. In that old Neuilly garden 
there is a deep well. Angele turned and 
ran like a deer. I saw. I cried and 
ran. I could not have caught her. The 
gardener grabbéd her little skirts just 
as she dived headfirst into jt. 

We brought her back in @ terrific 
crise de nerfs. We soothed her. I said 
to the marquise, ‘‘That child will be sick 
for fifteen days.” The marquise looked 
down on me coldly. Not a feather of 
her ancient plumage ruffled. “Is An- 
gele composed? Angele will go to Fon- 
tana and say, ‘I have stolen grapes and 
brought them  back!’’ 

The little girl took half an hour to do 
the fifteen steps that separated the two 
gardens. Old Fontana stood at the 
gate, already, weeping as an old man 
weeps. He had been witness to part of 
the scene. 

‘As Angele tottered up to him and 
gulped, ‘“‘Monsieur, I have stolen grapes 
and bring. .’ he grabbed her to his 
breast and simply ran with her away 
from all of us, away, away, to that 
great Neuilly chateau of his. 

And when Angele came back she wore 
a bracelet with a pearl worth $250. 

There is nothing extraordinary in these 
stofies. Children are ‘“‘brought up” still— 
in France. Even the gamins of the 
street, escaped from school, gavroches 
sin rather by neat wit than noise. The 
“eolat de voix,’’ the burst of noise is 
thought a herror, simply. In good fami- 
lies children who are adored, loaded 
down with gifts, who (in their gentle 
way) in truth command the _ family 
movement, are still rather seen than 
heard. 

I know a little hef€ess to the greatest 
stock brokeér’s fortune of the gecond 
empire, the granddaughter of the vielle 


Germaine. Oh, the Homeric laughter 
that set up around that gladsome 
table. Even the old butler held his 
face with effort as he hastemed to hedp 
the wittly child’s plate. ‘Say ‘touche’!” 
clamored the guests to the father. 
(“Touche” is the short syllable ex- 
claimed by fencers in a bout when 
touched by their adversary’s button.) 

“I say ‘touche’!” the father laughed, 
delighted. 

Children must not even be too good 
in KFrance. Hear what ‘happened to 
the kids of Versailles: 

Versailles is still a palace, though it 
belongs to a republic. Its magnificent 
gardens are still kept up. The palace 
has a population of librarians, cus- 
todians, antiquaries, caretakers. There 
is a sublime republican head-gardener 
and under-gardeners galore. 

Well, the kids of Velsailles, the two 
little fairies of that ancient sumptuous 
place, are often very, very much alone. 
They are.the children of a gardener. 
All the serious old population pets 
them; but they have been trained to 
fiee all tourists—and are often lonely. 

Allright. There are tramps in 
France. An old tradition has it— 
dating from old kingly days—that 
such ‘‘commercial travelers” may sleep 
in a certain low, long building. There 
are never less than five of any night. 

The kids of Versailles have the right 
to “bring the soup” to those housed 
tramps each evening. 
an occupation. Understood, 
do is to accompany two men who 
Carry the soup pot—and hand out 
Sraciously the bowls, when labled. 

To all. this charity there is one 
“consigne”’: no tramp may be received 
Without his “papers’’*—showing who he 
is and where he came ftom, all his

exemption, everything, in brief notes. 

Without “papers,” you are a lost, 
hunted thing in France. 

Good. Last month the kids of Ver- 
Sailles had a temptation to do good. A 
poor woman arrived, walking, with a 
baby in her arms. She had no papers. 

The kids of Versailles received her. 
They made her a bed, apart, cunningly 
hidden among the old gilded state car- 
riages. They sneaked her hot soup, 
bread, wine and cheese. They sneaked 
milk for the baby. 

They kept her two days. 
fell sick. They nurgéed her:in a fever. 
Things went worse. Those Versailles 
kids, mere children, showed the stead- 
fast courage and nerve and wit of 
adults. 

They fetched in a doctor from Ver- 
Ssailles-town. Now, doctors in France 
know no law but the curing of their 
patient. Doctors came thrice daily. All 
was going well—when, one day, for 
‘the coming visit of the queen of Nor- 
way, they began to furbish up a lot 
of ancient gilded harness. That old 
State carriage annex, never shown to 
tourists, was invaded by the hurrying 
functionaries—and the “rose pot,” as 
the French say, was “discovered.” 

There was a tremendous row—a 
woman without papers? What? Be- 
friend and shelter any one without 
their papers? Was such a thing ever 
heard of? .Wicked children! Anarch- 
ists! Without a sense of law! And 
disobedient! And deceitful! Lying sys- 
tematically. Oh, the shame! 

I will not tell you how they punish- 
ed the kids of Versailles. It would but 
anger you. In excuse, an old gardener 
with a face that might be on the front 
of a duke’s head, explained to us that 
—‘“all the unhappinesses that have 
come of late years On poor France 
may be traced to the foolish weaken- 
ing. of parents toward their children.”

HAS. REAPPEARED 


Career of John Osth in the 
Argentine Republic. 


Remarkable and Romantic Story of 
Disappearance of Lost Austrian 
Archduke, Who Suddenly 
Comes Back to Life After 
Many Adventures. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, Jun. *fi'—Sixteen years ago 
Furope was deeply stirred by the sud- 
den disappearance from Austrian court 
circles of the Archduke Johann Salva- 
tor, a member of the Tuscan branch of 
the imperial family, and, of ce@wrese, a 
relative of the rcigning emperor. He 
was a cultured man, and a clever mu- 
Sician. 

After his flignt the Archduke Johann 
went to France, where he had a yacht 
called the Marguerita. There he was 
joined by Fraulein Mill Stubel, a star 
dancer of the Royal opera house in 
Vienna. The fugitive archduke took 
the name of “John Orth,” as is proved 
by subsequent letters to his friends. 
He reached the Argentine Republic, 
he led a checkered career for 
years, and the 
his career was understood to 
been reached a little over a year ago 
when the aristocratic Orth was re« 
ported to have died of fever contracted 
in the hinterland of the Argentine. 

Now the mystery eveenynding the 
adventurous life of the ex-archduke 
has been revived by the appearance in 
Europe of a man who claims tg be the 
long-lost John Orth. He was a pas.- 
Senger from Buenos aAyres by the 
steamer Araguaya, which arrived at 
Cherbourg recently. He Spent a day 
in the French capital, and then trav- 
eled to London, where he is said to be 
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FRANCE AND EUGENIE QUARREL 
OVER NAPOLEON'S GRAY COAT 


Most people have doubtless seen the 
accounts of the action taken by the 
Empress HBugenie against the French 
government for the return of certain 
articles from the national museums, and 
which she claimed as personal property. 
The finding of the tribunal was that 
the empress was to get back any article 
which had no artistic or historical in- 
terest and which were merely of a per- 
sonal and intimate character. It was 
left to a functionary of the state to 
make a list of the things in the museums 
which were to be given to the, empress 
under this proviso. When his list was 
published the whole French nature got 
worreed into a fury of excitement and 
indignation. The papegs ‘had articley 
headed ‘Stop Thief!’ meetings were 
held; resolutions were passed; every 
day the clamor grew, until now, if the 
signs of popular agitation are to be be- 
lieved, the Empress Eugenie seems as 
far from securing her treasures as ever. 
Amongst the articles cataloged by the 
functionary are a book given by Pope 
Pius VII to Napoleon I; some beautiful 
furniture belonging to Marie Antoinette, 


residing at the present moment. 
Resemblance Noticed. 


Amongst Orth’s fellow passengerg 
Was a Dr. Manuel Quintana, a son of 
a former president of the Argentine 
The pair became very 
friendly on the voyage, and the doctor, 
noticing a re8emblance and remember- 
ing the story of John Orth, asked his 
newly found, friend if he were identical 
with the missing archduke. The lat- 
ter confessed that he was Johann Sal- 
vator, yand he recounted to the doctor 
his ma y years’ experience in the Ar- 
gentine. 

Now, curiously enough, 
Pens to be residing in Paris at the 
Present time M. Bugenio Garzon, an 
ex-Ssenator.of Uruguay. M. Garzon, 
while in the Argentine, was deeply 
Stirred by hearing of the adventures 
of the missing archduke. So he set 
himself to trace John Orth in his 
travels through the Argentine. He col- 
lected a whole host of information 
which he embodied in a biography and 
Published about two years ago. Dur- 
ing the voyage from the argentine 
both Orth and Dr. Quintana frequent- 
ly discussed this book. Its author 
happened to bea friend of Dr. Quintana 
and, on learing this, Orth expressed a 
wish to meet him. When they arrived 
in France, Dr. Quintana sent M. Gar- 
zon a telegram, asking him to meet 
the boat train at the Gare St. Lazare 
He did so, and much to his astonish- 
ment was presented to the Archduke 
Johann, alias John Orth. The return- 
ed archduke thanked him warmly for 
his appreciative biography, which he 
characterized as being a Singularly 
faithful history of his eventful lifes 
Before he left for London he promised 
on his return te Paris to renew his 
acquaintance with his biographer. 

Evidence of Identity. 

M. Garzon, although he has written a 
voluminous book on John Orth, “has 
never, until the meetin gat the railway 
Station, set eyes on the individual who 
passed under that name in the Argen 
tine. He has, however, a portrait of 
him, which he secured years ago for tha 
purposes of his biography, and has als) 
specimens of his, handwriting. Allowing 
for the differe: of years, M. Garzor.. 
whom I saw @s evening, seems con. 
vineced that it is the genuine John Orth — 
and consequently the Archduke Johanag 
—who has come back to Europe. 

“My John Orth of the photograph,”’ 
he said, “ig a bronzed and bearded man 
The John Orth to whom I was presented 
at the railway station was clean shaven, 
but the features are identical, althovgh 
the face looks a trifle older, and tne 
handsome dark hair shows signs of gray. 
Another proof is that the handwriting 
corresponds. My friend on Saturd+4y 
gave me a card upon which he wrote 
with hig own hand a few words expres- 
sive of his thanks for my work upon his 
life. This I compared with the speci- 
mens of the known John Orth, and have 
no doubt that they were written by ths 
same man.” 

The man who has now strangely 
claimed to be Orth appears to be abou: 
fifty years of age. At the station he wag 
wearing a gray traveling suit and a 
bowler hat. The Archduke Johann, it 
may be mentioned, was born in 1852. 
The last direct news that his friend, 
received of him was in March, 1891, 

Wanderings Traced. 

The Argentine police had no difficulty 
in tracing the wanderings of the Ma-- 
guerita, with the archduke and his com- 
panions. For a long time he cruised

dering the capital. The yacht ascend 
the Uruguay river ag far as Concordis, 


§ 300 mileg north of Buenos Ayres. There, 
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queen; a scarf buckle which belonged to 
Pepin le Bref; an order of the holy 
ghost of Louls XVI; Oriental harness 
and helmet given by Philippe le Bel «4 
l'abbaye de Lys; some Gobelin tapestry 
and a picture by Daubigny—an interest- 
ing and exfraordinary list. But more 
than over any other artcle has a cry 
been raised at the ftnclusion, as an ob- 
ject without historical interest, of the 
gray coat and undress hat of Napoleon. 

“This gray coat and hat without his- 
torica] interest!’’ cry the Parisians. “‘Are 
we going to allow it to be taken from 
the Invalides where it has s0 long been 
shown near to the ashes of Napoleon?” 
And one can really understand the feel- 
ing. One can also understand that there 
would be speculation as to what would 
happen to the famous gray coat once 
away from France. Would the aged 
empress give it to England who has 
given her a home? Would it not per- 
fiaps be within the reach of some enter- 
prising American millionafre? Little 
wonder France shudders at the mere 
thought of the removal of the gray coat 
and hat, and that Parisians assure you, 
with more energetic gesture than ever, 
that this historical treasure will never 
leave this city. The Figaro joins in the 
indignant chorus of the other news- 
papers, and asks and gives an answer 
to the question—what are the souvenirs 
attache@ to this coat which has ‘been 
marked as of no historical interest to 
the French nation? Here are some of 
them: 

At the 13 Vendemilaire Napoleon 
was in such a state of poverty that his 
clothes were all torn, and he did not 
own a sword. He had to borrow one, 
and the day following his success he 
had to get a quantity of cloth from the 
statesto have a suitable uniform made. 
From this moment, however, he paid 
great attention to his totlet, and took a 
certain pride in richly-decorated 
clothes. At Marengo he wore a unifrom 
covered with gold embroidery—a _ uni- 
form to which he attached a sort of 
superstitious reverence. When he went 
to Milan, for instance, to be crowned 
king of Italy, he attended a review on 
the field of battle in the old-fashioned 
and mruch-tarnished suit he had worn on 
the memorable {8th of June, |800. 


He never parted with this old coat. 
He brought it with him to Saint Hel- 


panions put it over him. When Na- 
poleon became consul he will still toox 
great care of his toilet, but he affectea

ena, and when he was dead his com-' 


simplicit yall the more, as he wished 
his general and suite fo be gorgeous 
in gold uniforms ard plumed helmets. 
It was then he took to wearing the 
gray redingote and the hat which, as 
well as the uniform, has been decreed 
to the Empress Eugenie. At first the 
hat was low-crowned wth a wide bor- 
der; but little by little it got higher 
and higher until it became the hat that 
every one knows. The hat was of 
long hairy felt, what hatters called 
“castor francaise’ and it had a lining 
of grayish green silk, Napoleon wore 
his hats for a long time, and sent 
them to be repaired again and again. 
He took great care of them, so to 
throw his hat opsphe ground was his 
highest expressio. of passion. In the 
interview at Erfur 1 when Alexandre 
wanted to get the best of him, and 
also in interviews with Tolstoi and 
Metternick, when, while declaring 
friendship, he knew them to be ene- 
mies, he was seen to throw his hat 
fiercely away from him onto the 
ground. The hat which 1s in dispute 
belongs to the state service i840. It 
was placed on the catafalque the day 
the ashes of Napoleon were brought 
back to Paris. {t was also on tne 
catafalque the /8th of August, 1855, 
when Queen Victoria visited the In- 
valides, and said to King Edward, who 
was with her—a small boy in Scoicyp 
kilts—‘‘Kneel down before the remains 
of the great Napoleon.’ This royal 
visit, by the by, was made memorable 
by a sudden and stupendous storm 
which broke out and threw every 
place into intense darkness. Napol- 
eon’s hats were turned. out by a hat- 
ter named Poupart. During the con- 
sulate, as long as the shape remained 
low and broad, the price was 

franvs. When the shape changed it 
cost 60 francs. 

Napoleon began to wear the gray 
coat at the camp of Boulogne. It 
served as a dust coat or a top coat ac- 
cording to the season. It had very 
large armholes, so that his epaulettes 
need not be removed when putting tt 
on. This gray coat was lined with 
stuff of the same color. Napoleon sent 
it frequently to be mended, as well as 
this hat, and its price varied accord- 
ing to the thickness of the cloth used, 
for Napoleon wore it in different 
weights; he even had one lined with 
fur. It cost, as a rule, from 160 to 190 
francs. Stories gathered round the 
gray coat of Napoleon as well as round 
‘le petit chapeau.” At one of the 
combats which prec-ded the capitula- 
tion of Ulm, Napoleon passed hurried- 
ly through the wounded. §topping for 
a moment, he detached the cross from 
his coat and pinned it on the breast 
of a soldier. Then, seeing by his side 
an old séldier also wounded and shiv- 
ering under the heavy rain which 
descended he took off his gray coat, 
and, threwing it to him, he said, 
“Take it from me and in return you 
shall have the cross of the s.egion of 
Honor.” Only two of the gray coats 
are known to be In existence—one !4 
possessed by Prince Victor at Brussels 
and the other ts that of the museum. 
In the same glass case with the gray 
coat and hat there Is also the gold- 
embroidered coat described above, and 
which covered Napoleon in his coffin. 
And one has only to stand for a mo- 
ment near this glass case and listen to 
the low and reverent tones with which 
thev are spoken about to realize that 
Paris at least does not consider them 
objects which have ‘“‘no historic inter- 
est.”” In the erv that has been made 
about the giving un of the “souvenirs” 
to the Empress Eugenie. the regula- 
tions and the management in the va- 
rious museums have come in for a 
good deal of criticism. It seems that 
many of the objects have been badlv 
docketed, and that the history of thelr 
origin and victesittides has been elther 
massed over altogether or s090 insuf- 
ficiently done as to be almost useless, 
tTiowever. the cry against the strin- 
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ping of the museums has reached such 
nronortions that the share which wil! 
finally come to the empress is very in- 


| determinable at the present moment. 
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finding that his identity was discov- 
ered, he appears to have sold the yacht, 
and paid off the crew. For sevei:! 
years after. that he was lost sight of. 
but in 1899, according to the police re- 
port incorporated in M. Garzon’s boot, 
he was back at Concordia. He put up 
at one of the local hotels, gave h% 
name as John Orth, and passed himself 
off as an Austrian commercial trav- 
eler. On his portmantea uwag a coppe- 
plate bearing that name. There was 
nothing against Orth, but the police Were 
simply keeping a watch on his move- 
ments on behalf ot the Austrian court. 

Finding that he was being shadowed, 
John Orth suddenly disappeared, and hz 
Wag next heard of at Catamarca, where 
he was working as a lumberman. After 
this, he fled again, finding employment 
as a ranchman. Bvidently wéearying of 
this, he betook himself to Uruguay, 
where he worked in a woodyard. The 
dancer who had fled with him from Eu- 


rope had died in the meantime, an‘ 
 tohn Orth was free to roam as he 


eased. 

The next thing the Argentine police 
heard of him was from a remote part of 
Uruguay, where tha fugitive archduke 


j .

al 


was earning his bread as an ordinary la- 
borer. His employer was fully aware of 
the identity of his workman, for to the 
police inguirles he replied that he knew 
Orth was the Archduke Johann, but that 
as he had no wish to return to Europe 
it would be much better to leave him 
to follow undisturbed the bent of his 
own inclinations. 
DeaX Reported. 

Shortly after this, John Orth vanished 
again; at least, the Argentine police lost 
all trace of him, and five years ago 2 
report came from the interior through 
Buenos Ayres thay the wanderer had 
died of fever, and hag been buried far 
from th@_haunts of men. 

Dr. Quintana, who introduced th* 
claimant to M. Garzon, says he Knows 
nothing of Orth’s antecedents, beyond 


what he himself related on the voyag: 
He gaid that the woman who had shared 
his flight hag married again. He also 


“said that ke amassed wealth, and was 


interested in mining concerns, and he 
showed the doctor a photograph of 4 
handsome villa with some mine workings 
on ‘the Cuena de! Tigre, in the far jnts- 
rior of the Argentine.

New York, in the fall, is regarded in 
Europe as the foremost orchestral con- 
ductor in the world with the possible ex- 
ception of Hans Wagoner. Austrian mu- 
sical] circles are in despair over hig leav- 
ing their beautiful opera house, and de- 
clare that his loss is simply irrepara- 
ble. For ten years Mahler has presided 
over the opera, not only conducting the 
orchestral but acting as stage manager 
and general director of the whole insti- 
tution as vell, with exttraordinary bril- 
liancy and success. 

Whatever reasons, and these are no:

MYTHS THAT sTILL HOLD GOOD. 


Latter-Day Discoveries Have Proved 
That They Are True. 
(From Pearson’s Weekly.) 

Ever since the days of ancient Egypt 
Our ancestors have believed that the 
mind was affected by the moon, and 
that as the moon waxed so did the mad- 
ness of those mentally affected. The 
word “‘lunatic,’’ derived from ‘‘luna,’”’ the 
Latin for moon, testifies to the age of 
this belief. 


Along came nineteenth century science | 
and declared that the belief was all non- | 


sense, a pure superstition. What could 
the moon, a dead planet, whirling in 
Space a quarter of a million miles away, 
have to do with the mind of man? 

So the old belief was knocked on the 
head and heard no more of, except in re- 
mote country places, for many years. 

‘But perha3 r ancestOrs were not 
quite such aS ae ag their descend- 
ants have b@en imagining. A number 
of cases have been noted of late which 
g0 to prove that in some way, at pres- 
ent unexplainable, that moon has a cer- 
fain influence on persons of unsound 
mind. 

One came out at an inquest in Septem- 
ber last before the East London coroner, 
The wife of the dead man asserted that 
her husband, ordinarily a quiet, hard- 
working man, became eccentric at inter- 
vals of a month, corresponding’ to the 
full of the moon. In one of these fren* 
zies he left home and committed suicide. 
His brother she continued, had been af- 
fected in precisely similar fashion. 

Nor ig the belief of the connection be- 
tween madness and the moon by any 
means the only ancient superstition 
which, after being rudely torn down by 
the hands of modern science, has been 
found after all to contain more than a 
germ of truth. 

Nineteenth century medicine swept 
away all the mediaeval pharmacoplia, 
and jamong others the cure by colors. 
For nearly a century any doctor would 
have laughed at the idea of curing any 
disease by colors, and this in spite of 
the fact that the earliest English treatise 
on medicine gives detafls of such a cure, 

In this book the Rosa Medicine, John 
of Gallesden relates how he treated the 
gon of Edward I for smallpox by cover- 
ing him with red blankets and draping 
the room with hangings of the same col- 
or. He also cause@ the young prince to 
gargle his throat with red wine and to 
eat the julce of red pomegranates, The 
result of this curious treatment was that 
the patient recovered without showing 
any scarring. 

It has remained for Dr. Finsen and

According to the theorles of some who | 
have delved deep into the lore of clown- 
ing, the modern professional clown is 
aimply a descendant of tha time-hon- 
bred jester who has come down through 
the centuries. Others—and ithis is the 
view of the Clown Club’s members—say | 
their earliest professional ancestors ex- 
isted in the Greek comedy in the clown-. 
ish character who burlesqued Justice, . 
the black-robed female character of the 
tlassic tragedy. Both the chalked face 
of the modern clown and the bauble 
which he sometimes carried are declared 
to have come from this source. 

Those who hold the view that the 
Greek comedy was the clown’s starting 
point say the next step in the evolution 
Is to be found in the Italian pantomine, 
and that when still later the more or 
less full-blown clown found his way 
into England by way of France he had 
also gome of the more salient character- 
istics of “‘Pierrot,’”’ the 
peasant of she Italian pantomime 

Still another view 
descended from the vice or devil of the 
moralities of the earlier drama, from 
which the famous “Mr. Punch” is also 
said to have been derived. Willlam J. 

Thoms, writing in 1838, says the clown 
of that day was a combination of “Pier- 
rot,” “Mr. Punch’ and “Scaramouche,” 
the latter a character invented by Tibe- 
rio Florilli.

The scientists who a tew years ago 
entertained widely divergent views a8) 
to the future of the boil wevil, now 
agreed that the bug 1s here) 
to stay. For the benefit of the un- 
initiated, if there’ be any such now, 
after miles and miles of articies: have 
been written about the pest, it may be 
explained that the anthonomus grandis, 
as it is technically Known, is the col- 
ton-destroying insect which crossed 
the Rio Grande frgm Mexico sometning 
over a decade ago, and has since pro- 
gressed steadily northward and east- 
ward through the cotton belt. Since! 
its uurst appearance the weevil has cost 
the cotton farmera of the south, .and 
especially of Texas, to which its oper-| 
ations were contined for some years 
untold millions of dollars. At first,.so, 
thorough was the destruction wrought | 
in some sections, the. planters casi 
about for some other crop and talked 
of abandoning cotton culture entirely.

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‘REPRODUCTIONS FROM THE BLUE PRINTS OF KEY WEST’S OCEAN RAILROAD 
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HE CONSTITUTION published a 
ty few weeks ago photographs of the 
work of actual construction of the 

Key; West extension of the Florida East 
Coast railway, on which 4,000 men are 
now working, extending the line over 


the Florida Keys from the main line to ! 


Key West—a distance of i27 miles, be 
ginning at Homestead station, on the 
main line, from which point to the north 
end of the projecting peninsula. at 
Barnes sound, most f the work had 
to be done ‘through mersh lands. On 
this part of the route fhe embankment 
was filled by dredge boats, which cut 
their own way through the marshes to 
deep water, thus building their own ave- 
nueés of navigable transit and using the 
@xcavated dirt to make the railroad em- 
bankment. 

We present today two unique maps 
from the blue prints of the engineer's 
department having charge of the con- 
struction of the work. 

The tap map shows the route of the 
raiffoad track from the mainiand to 
Key West, indicating its route over the 
keys and the water for the entire dis- 
tance hetween the mainiand and Key 
West. Practically all] of the grading on 


the keys has been completed and muchis not drawn to a scale. 
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has been finished. It is expected that 
the entire line, built at a cost of $200,- 
000 per mile, will be completed within 
a year. 3 

The distance from Key West to Ha- 
vana, in a southwesterly direction, is 
Only 90 miles. 

The second map of the two herewith 
published presents a sectional view of 
the route for the entire distance be- 
tween Miami and Key West, showing 
the variows channels of the ocean: 
separating the keys and over which the 
railroad passes on solid concrete work 
or on concrete arches.

The keys crossed by 
the railroad are presented in the order 
in which the rosd reaches them, but 
the actual stretches of land and water 
are indicated acurately in miles by the 
figures between the perpendicular lines 
under the respective sections. For ita- 
stance, the length of Key West island 
is 4.19 miles, @*hile the distance from 
Miami to Homestead is 28 miles.

Much Progress Is Being Made 


in the Survey,

TO PROTECT WATER SHEDS 


This Is the One Great Object of the 
Survey Now Being Made for the 
Proposed Appalachian and 
White Mountain For- 
est Reserves, 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—(Special.)— 
William L. Hall, of the United Statesh 
Forest Service, who is in charge of the 
Survey of the praposed Appasachtan and 
White Mountain forest reserves, for 
which congress made an appropriation 


of $25,000 is in Washington, having just 


returned from a trip to Asheville and 
other points in the southern Appalachian 
range. 

Much Progress Made. 

March progress ‘thas already been made 
in the survey of this reserve in the 
southern mountains, and Mr. Hail its 
confident that the work will be com- 
pleted before the date for the assem- 
dling of congress. While in North Car- 
olina he was in communication with Mr. 
W. W. Ashe, formerly of Raleigh, who 
has charge of the survey that is being 
made in the Blue Ridge moimtains. Mr. 
Ashe, who is circling the Blue Ridge 
on horseback, began his explorationg at 
Cartersville, Ga., some weeks ago His 
immediate purpose is to map out the 
boundary lines of the proposed reserve. 
When he started at the Georgia point 
of origin Mr. Ashe followed the eastern 
border of the ridge — Ie continued this 
eastwardly course a is now near the 
northerly Virgini: tremity. He wii 
make the return ti on the west side, 
which will finally bring him back to 
Cartersville In this wild, bat interest- 
ing invasion of the Blue Ridge moun- 


tains, Mr. Ashe will have the benefit of 
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the carefully. prepared mapg of that re- 
gion, issued several years ago by the 
geological survey. The boundary that !s 
being thus mapped out will include all 
the possible mountain water sheds for 
the preservation of the forests. After 
he has completed this work Mr. Ashe 
will meke radiating excursions inside 
the boundary lines for the purpose Of 
eliminating all agricultural lands. 
Two other similar surveys are being 
made in the territory that it is proposed 
shall be included in the southern Ap- 
palachian reserve. Alfred Ackerman has 
charge of the investigation being made | 


in the southern Appalachian mountains- 


of West Virginia, and Waiter Mulford, 
of the forest service, is conducting the 
one that is being prosecuted in the 
Cumberland mountains of Tennessee. 
The efforts of the forest service have 
been directed thus far to the survey of 
the Appalachian reserve. Monday, Mr. 
Hall leaves for New England to take 
up the work of gurveying the proposed 
White Mountain reserve. 

In the surveys that have been made 
Mr. Ashe thas made the greatest prog- 
ress. He has already covered the largest 
area of the eastern boundary of the 
Blue Ridge. 

The Main Objects. 

The one big object in view in making 
these surveys is the protection of the 
water sheds. Agricultural lands that 
will permit of the growth of crops oft 
any character will not be included in 
the survey. This is the well determined 
policy of the forestry bureau. Wherever 
it. is possible, valuable timber lands 
that are not essential in the preserva- 
tion of the water sheds will also be ex- 
cluded. Some water sheds are more im- 
portant than others, and it will be nec- 
essary at times to inchude in the sur- 
veys valuable timber lands. The object 
of the present survey ig to ascertain 
definitely how mach timber and agricul- 
tural lands ere to be excluded. - 

Mr. Hall and the officials of the for- 
estry reserve wish to have the fact im- 
pressed on property cwners that agri- 
cultural Jeands will, under no circum- 
stances, be utilized in the establishment 
of the reserve. It is their desire to en- 
courage in every way the agricultural 
development of land. Instead of doing 
injury to the farming interests, the off- 
eclels of the forestry bureau confidently 
believe the establishment of the forest 
reserve will add to the prosperity of 
this class. It is their optnion that the 
benefits derived will be permanent, and 
that they will be especially helpful to 
the’ small farmer. As has been stated 
before, the estab:ishment of the reserve 
will not !nterfere with farming interests. 
The timber lands that are now . being 
depleted will be permanently preserved, 
and provide a permenent source of in- 
come to property owners. Much empha-

Railway War Has Reached a 
Very Acule Stage 


SOUTHERN STORM- CENTER 


Southern and Atlantic Coast Line 
Have Led Fight Against New 
North Carolina Rate, and 
About Them Centers the 
Legal Fight. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 6.—(Special.)—The 
greatest fight which has ever been made 
against the railways in North Carolina 
ig just now beginning. It has been a 
long war, but reached the acute stage 
only during the past month. The South- 
érn railway is its storm center, with 
the Atlantic Coast Line occupying a 
somewhat minor position. The legisla- 
ture required al] roads over sixty miles 
in length to charge no more than a flat 
rate of two and a quarter cents per 
mile, abolishing the old system of two 
classes of fares, first three and a quar- 
ter and second two and three quarter 
cents The Southern and Atlantic Coast 
Line led the fight against this rate and 
put the matter in the federal court, a 
course which made a great many North 
Carolinians indignant. 

Now the injunction is continued, the 
standing master is taking testimony 
and maybe the case will get before the 
court next October. Meanwhile the 
Southern railway, before the decision of 
the court was announced, had its new 
tickets ready and these were sent to ali 
agents. They are pink and each has a 
coupon on which the company agrees if 
the sult goes against it, :o pay the holder 
the difference between the new fare and 
the old rate. A lot of people throw 
away the coupons and pay no attention 
to them. 

It is said that any private citizen has 
a right to sue these roads for the $500 
penalty under the law. So far no suit 
has been brought. as the law did not be- 
come operative until July !. The cost 
of the pink ticket and coupon which the 
Southern railway had prepared for 
North Carolina amounts to $21,000. 

The Seaboard Air Line and the Nor- 
folk and Southern, ’the two other big 
systems, are not making a fight, but 
have the new rate in effect. 

There has been talk in some newspa- 
pers about the governor calling a spec- 
ial session of the legislature to repeal 
the new rate and fix one, two and one- 
half cents, but this ts foolishness. The 
governor has no such idea, but is deter- 
mined to uphold: the present rate, and 
so stated in a speech here. So it will 
be seen that the fight {!s on and ff the 
state loses then it can be frankly said 
that the next legislature wil] enact 
eome laws which will certainly make the 
roads sit up and take notice.

HIGH SCHOOLS 
LAG IN GEORGIA 


Commissioner Merritt Says 
State Has Failed to Do 
Duty. 


State School Commissioner W. B. 
Merritt, in his annual report to the leg- 
islature, just rurnished that .body in 
printed form, calls attention to the fact 
that while the progress of high schools 
throughout the sotuhern states has been 
very gratifying, Gedrgia is somewhat 
behindhand in this matter, because the 
state constitution prohibits the legisla- 
ture making appropriation to this class 
of educational institutions. The incon- 
gruity of appropriating money for com- 
mon school, and then for collegiate edu- 
cation, and ignoring the very important 
intermediate branch, tis brought strik- 
ingly to the attention of the general 
assembly as was one in the recent 
message of Govern. »}Terrell, and an 
amendment to the @onstitution whick 
will remedy this defect is strongly urged. 

Commissioner Merritt urges some lib- 
eral appropriations to common schools, 
and all state educational institutions, 
and in a striking table shows the mark- 
ed difference between compensation of 
teachers and the wages paid for ordi- 
mary and skilled labor. The average 
monthly pay of women teachers in the 
United States is $39.77. The highest is 
in Arizona, $71.75, and the lowest in 
South Carolina, $23.20. The average 
monthly earnings of stablemen are 
$57.50: of bricklayers $120; df stonecurt- 
ters $100; of plumbers $115; of carpen- 
ters $110; of hog carriers $52; of help- 
ers $39. In Georgia the salaries paid 
teachers vary from $13 a month to $70, 
the usual salary varying from $25 to 
$40. Despite the greatly increased cost 
of living, and the increased wages in 
almost every calling, there has been no 
increase whatever in the compensation 
of the teachers of the state. Commis- 
sioner Merritt urges the importance of 
legislation not only to enable the state 
to pay the salaries of the teachers more 
promptly, but to the end that they may 
ibe better paid for their services. 

The aid from local taxation while ‘It 
has helped many localitées, has not been 
all that was expected, nor has it been 
highly encouraging. Loca] taxation has 
been adopted principally in the cities 
and towns, but it is gratifying to note, 
Commissioner Merritt says, that wher- 
ever the schools term has been extended 
in the country districts as the result of 
local taxation there has been an in- 
creased and a better attendancg. 

Commissioner Merritt discusses the ap- 
plication of businss methods to: educa- 
tion, the progress in industrial educa- 
tion, the. establishment of the district 
agrioultura] schools, and calls attention 
to the fact that he has sought to urge 
greater interest in education on the part 
of grand juries, with the result that: 
he publishes a number of recommenda- 
tions from these bodies in his report. 

The commissioner is confident that 
the common schools of the state have 
lost money through the fact that too 
low estimates of the prospective school 
fund for the succeeding year have been 
made by those officials who are required 
to make such estimates based on the 
receipts of the year previous. In 1906 he 
secured a revision of the estimate for | 
1907, with the result that it was in- 
creased by $92,000. He believes that 
as the result of low estimates during 
the last ten years the school -fend has 
lost more than $300,000, and he now 
has am expert accountant looking into 
this matter, from whom a report may be 
expected early next week. He hopes 
to secure the return of some of this 
money to the school fund. or at least 
to keep it up to the highest possible 
limit in future,

Representative Holder Has an 
Important Bill on This 
Subject. 


Four hundred and eighty dollars a year 
is the minimum price at which state 
convicts can be leased for the new term, 
which begins in April, !909, according 


to the bill Which will be introduced in 
the most important matters vaich will 
tative Holder og Jackson county. 
Those who have seen this measure in 
its rough draft declare ig to be one of 
the most important mattesr which wil! 


be brought to the attention of the solons 
at this session of the legislature. It is 
a fact, which seems no-+ to be widely 
known, that at the next summer session 
of the general assembly, ff not hefor, 
the question of the new contract for 
leasing certain convicts by the state, 
must be settled. 

It is with this knowledge in view that 
Mr. Holder has prepared his bill which 
will be offered for Immediate considerc- 
ation. 

One of the chief points in It, In addi- 
tion to that alreadv mentioned, !{s th2 
fact that instead of confining the class 
of convicts to those of five-yeas felony 
men, who can be worked on the publie 
road, it {s provided that up to ten-year 
felony convicts can be used for this 
purpose. 

Whereas the present act governing 
the leaSing of convicts ‘places the mini- 
mum price at which they can be leased 
at $175, whereas the state receives 
above that peice to the sum of $225 an- 
nual rental, the new measure proposes 
that the minimum price at which they 
can be leased be placed at® $480 per 
annum. 

Experience with the great profits now 
being made in Georgia on the rerenting 
or subleasing of state convicts, and the 
fact that Alabama is able to §@»9mmani 
so much higher rental for her felony 
convicts, has made the question oaf 
higher rental a possibility. 

In addition to these points, it is stip- 
ulated in the bill that all bids for leas- 
ing convicts in !909 be filed with th> 
prison commission by October 15, 1908; 
that all be opened on November |, and 
the highest bidders announced. 

The counties, it ig provided, have a 
month, or unt{] December !, to decide 
whether they wish to take the rent.l 
due them from the convict hire and ap- 
ply it to schools, or to work the con- 
viets on the public roads. 

The number of convicts to be affected 
by this measure will be about 2,000, or 
nearly double the present force being 
leased out.

For a year or more we have heard much about the state “going to hell 
in a sling’—legislatively, morally and otherwise—notwithstanding the fact 
that for the past five years every branch of business and industry has enjoyed 
the most prosperous era on record.

Maine and Kansas are the most talked of prohibition states in the union, 
and it is notorious that in both of them the sale of liquor goes on in open 
violation of the law, and in the cities of these two states, without even any 
effort at concealment. It is a much heralded fact that, in proportion to 
population, more United States internal revenue licenses authorizing the sale 
of liquor are sold in Kansas than in any other state in the union—more 
than twice the number today outstanding in Georgia. With all the energy 
and the constables of a friendly administration, South Carolina was at last 
forced to admit that the state could not close the “backdoor” bars of Charles- 
ton, which made their appearance simultaneously with the elimination of the 
legalized retail shops as a result of the advent of the dispensary. Upon 
this point Atlanta’s experience of twenty years ago was similarly satis- 
tying. We are told that the lamented Grady testified to the beauties of pro 
hibition in Atlanta, after eighteen months’ trial. The answer to that is the 
abandonment of the effort after the trial, by the compromise in which Mr. 
Grady himself was one of the moving spirits. He favored high license and 
strict regulation, and on that the leaders of both sides joined as the best 
solution of the problem. 

We can only conclude that in those communities in which the majority 
sentiment is against prohibition, the law would be impossible of enforcement; 
there is no recorded instance to the contrary. The inevitable result is the 
“blind tiger,” the jug train, the office and the closet bar, the hip-pocket 
flask, a meaner quality of liquor just a little bit further removed from police 
restraint. Nothing is gained in the cause of temperance; rather there is 
a loss, for the consumption of liquor is removed from the restraint of pub- 
licity to the four walls of a room from which the consumer may come forth 
quick to mischief before official hand can be laid upon him. 

Herein we have viewed the pending contest solely from the standpoint 
of desire to advance the cause of temperance, but earnest search has failed 
to reveal a single instance, under the conditions named, wherein the temper- 
ance cause has gained. 

Now if there can be no gain here, is it not unwise and unreasonable to 
suffer irreparable loss in other directions in order to make a show of satis- 
fying a sentiment whosegideal is impossible of realization? ° Yet the cities

Therein lies 
the solution, so far as it is within the power of state government to solve it.

But only congress can guarantee absolute re- 
lief. Provision for that relief is a national duty the performance of which 
congress cannot much longer delay. When that proposition was before the 
national legislative body last winter, The Constitution strongly urged its en- 
actment into law. We shall continue to urge it as a duty congress owes 
the people until the national law, coordinated with and backing up the state 
law, shall make impossible the violation of the public will wherever it has 
been registered against the sale. . 

The danger in drastic legislation which has not been before the people, 
upon which their wishes are unknown because they have not been expressed 
‘by the only method available—the ballot box—cannot be too strongly stressed.

of the candidates pledged himself to effective local option, to the support of 
legislation which would make dry counties dry by terminating the jug and 
bottle trade through medium of express or freight. In no instance did the 
people demand assurance of more drastic legislation. 

Loca] option is based on the soundest of all principles, that of local self- 
government, to which there is an axiomatic corrollary that no law can be 
enforced against the weight of public opinion. 

It has been asserted that the cities, or some of them, want local prohi- 
bition. If they do, the local option law furnishes them a sure and effective 
means of its attainment. , 

Atlanta tried it twenty years ago, and many of the very men who led 
the fight for its adoption were foremost in the movement to bring about 
the present compromise, under which the traffic has been better regulated 
and the control more effective than it was during those two years, or ever 
could be under state enactment. The vaunted beauties of prohibition in 
Atlanta are mythical. It would seem to be sufficient and reasonable answer 
to the Atlanta argument that those men who honestly endeavored to make 
the best of the situation were qufck to abandon it for the safer and surer 
basis of restriction and regulation. These men were not the liquor element 
uor those personally interested in keeping liquor in Atlanta; they were among 
the solid and substantial citizens of the city, many of them then and now 
staunch local option prohibitionists, who would welcome the adoption of a 
prohibition measure which they knew would be effective. It is the same 
class of citizens today who are protesting against the enactment of a state 
prohibition law—legislation for the cities which pay the large proportion of 
the state’s taxes, and of the kind that, for good and sufficient reasons, they 
do not want. Not a liquor dealer has appeared among them. They are the 
men who are the mainstay and the strength of the community, men who 
Own its property and pay its taxes, and a large part of those of the county 
They are church members, many of them firm prohibitionists, and 
It is so 


and state. 
the moral and peaceful welfare of the city is their chief concern. 
in Savannah, it is so in Augusta, in Macon and other large cities of the state. 
These men have made the test, they have looked carefully upon the question 
from every viewpoint, and they say to the legislature, “Don’t, we beg of 
you, inflict the cities of Georgia with the evils which the enactment of such 
a law would entail.” 

‘There is yet the material view to take of the proposition, and if there 
is rather a promised backset for temperance and morality, than advancement, 
why, we may ask, should this legislative error. be perpetrated at an expense 
to the state and cities of hundreds of thousands of dollars? Must Atlanta 
lose a quarter of a million dollars annually to satisfy a sentiment whose ideal 
is beyond reach? That is what it means, and the state must suffer a like 
loss in revenue from the too meager fund which now maintains the common 
schools. It would be different if there were even well-founded hope or pros- 
pect of any consequent gain, but their is none, and the greatest loss will 
inevitably come to the cause of temperance, not to speak further of the 
public revenues and the undoupted shrinkage in property values. 
can tell but that the reaction from such drastic legislation would upset many 
of the prohibition counties, and undo much of the good work Georgia has 
been so long in doing? Would conditions in the cities, with notorious viola- 
tion of an undesired statute, conduce to respect and regard for this and 
other laws in the country counties of the state? It cannot be so maintained. 

Let Georgia persist in the wise, effective and beneficent system which 
the state has been so long in building up, and through which so much has 
already | been accomplished in the cause of temperance. The next step in 
uhis system is the enactment of a stringent and effctive anti-jug law, which 
will thoroughly protect the prohibition counties in their local enactments. It 
is their due, it is the legislative duty to give it to them. 

Before jumping into a doubtful and dangerous expedient that will se- 
riously injure the cities of Georgia, and greatly deplete their revenues and 
impair their property values, as well as those of the state, at least give a 
fair and adequate trial to that plan by which it is believed full measure 


of protection can and will be given where it is most needed and desired. 

The result of this course will be to give the country counties what they 
want, and leave the cities as they desire to be left, to solve their own local 
problems as seems to them wisest and best and safest for all interests, 
‘moral and material, of the individual, the community and the state.

REDUCED RATE ON COMPRESSED COTION. 


There is sufficient ground in equity and justice for the application now 
pending before the Georgia railroad commission for a reduced rate on com- 
‘pressed cotton to induce the commission to act favorably upon this request 
and to make a distinction in the classification of compressed and uncom- 
pressed cotton hauled by the railroads. The application is made in the inter- 
est of the cotton farmers. 

It seems that the rate now in effect was fixed by the commission more 
than twenty-five years ago, and has remained unchanged ever since. In 
fixing the rate for cotton hauled “in bales,” reference was had to the original 
bales as they came from the gin, and not to compressed cotton. 

Under this ruling the railroads have charged the same rates on cotton, 


compressed and uncompressed, although cotton in compressed bales occupies | 


less space in freight cars, is in less danger from fire and is much more easily 
handled than cotton in the uncompressed state. Incidentally they have 
built up a monopoly of the compress business. 

All these factors should tend to bring about a reduction in the rate for 
compressed cotton. This .would stimulate the compression of cotton at the 
point of shipment and would largely. reduce the number of freight cars re- 
quired. If forty-five bales of compressed cotton can be hauled in a freight 
car, whereas only twenty-five bales of uncompressed cotton can be carried to 
a car, it ts evident that a gréat number of cars now required for cotton would 
be available for the use of other shippers. 

The present condition of freight congestion {in Georgia certainly makes 
it desireble, for the public good, to adopt every reasonable means to secure 
relief ty making more freight cars available for shippers. The roads have 
frequently admitted that they were absolutely unable to handle the volume 
of freight consigned to them on eccount of inability to supply cars. 

Through the operation of the present rate law, es it affects cotton, which 


has remained unchanged for over twenty-five years, and the failure of the | 


commission to put into effect in Georgia a regulation making a. distinction 
between compressed and uncompressed cotton, such as exists throughout the 
northern states, and on practically all railroads outside of Georgia; the rail- 
roads have established an iron-bound monopoly of the compress business. 
According to the evidence before the commission, given by a railroad official 
in another case, it was practically established that there are only five inde- 
pendent cotton compresses in Georgia. S

‘Through the ) Reduction by the railroads of the rate allowed for Aaa: 


sion to a point which is not sufficient to pay the actual] cost of compression, 
the independent compresses have been driven out of business. The individual 
farmer has no incentive to compress his cotton, since no distinction is made 
in the freight rate between cotton in compressed and uncompressed form. 
ihe grower, therefore; delivers it to the railroad for compression’ somewhere 
at one of the road’s compresses en route to the point of destination. 

By making a distinction in the rate, favorable to cotton delivered to the 
roads in the more compact, compressed form, which is more conveniently 
handied and takes up less room in freight cars, and by forcing the railroads 
to make an allowance for compressed cotton which will allow a profit on’ the 
compression, independent compresses will be encouraged to begin operation 
and the monopoly .which the railroads have established in the compress busi- 
ness will be broken up. This has been made profitable to the roads for the 
reason that, in addition to paying the cost of compression out of the freight 
rate fixed by the commission, the railroads have t&cked on certain extra 
charges for storage, patching and transferring, which enabled them to make 
a further profit on the compression. 

About a year and a half ago J. S. Cowart brought this matter before the 
attention of the commission, where it has been pending ever since. No ag- 
gressive attempt has been made to secure Official action until the present 
time. The petition will be taken up and argued before the commission on 
July 10.

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The Holmes Mistrial. 

The failure of the Jury to agree in 
the: case of Edwin S. Holmes, Jr., 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the government in having given out 
advance information on the govern- 
ment cotton crop estimates, is to be 
regretted. 

Holmes and his fellow conspirators, 
Peckham and Haas, were accused of 
having used illegally reports which 
came to the United States department 
of agriculture when that branch of the 
government was charged with making 
up the cotton crop estimates. Holmes 
was assistant statistician and the evi- 
dence shows he became so proficient 
that he could run over the reports on 
file and accurately estimate crop con- 
ditions even before the official tabula- 
tion was completed. This information 
was signaled to his associates outside 
Ly raising and lowering a window 
shade, and was by them used for spec- 
ulative purposes on the New York cot- 
ton exchange. In this way Holmes, 
Meses Haas and Frederick A. Peckham 
mede several hundred thousand dol- 
lers. 

Justice Stafford in charging the 
jury in the case inclined to the side 
of the government. He said that if 
Holmes gave out in advance matter 
which was to appear in a later govern- 
ment crop report, he frustrated the 
work of the department and thereby 
defrauded the government. [t was 
only left to the jury to say whether 
Holmes committed the acts charged 
in the indictment, and it is to be re- 
gretted that they failed to do so. The 
court of appeals would“have had to de- 
cide the extent of the crime which this 
“conspiracy” constituted. 

The jury, after being out twenty-six 
tours and failing to agree on the find- 
ings of fact, was dismissed by the 
judge. 

If the contention of *Holmes’ attor- 
ney is sustained—namely, that the sta- 
tistician was not guilty of any crime 
other than a violation of the order of 
the secretary of agriculture, which 
enjoined secrecy—then no case of em- 
bezzlement or peculation by any body 
cf men, where the victim is the gov- 
ernment, is a “conspiracy to defraud.” 
Holmes and-his associates appropri- 
eted for their own use material which

TELEGRAPHERS ARE IN DEMAND. 


Severa] Thousand Operators Needed 
by the Railroads. 

Chicago, July 6.—Several thousand 
young men who are willing to prepare 
themselves can have an opportunity 
auring the next few months of enter- 
ing the railway service in a branch 
that has produced. the greatest num- 
ber of higher officials. 

The railroads of the country are 
face to face with the task of securing 
®t least 6,000 telegraph operators and 
pessibly double that number during 
the next nine months. This great 
jarmy of new telegraphers is neces- 
sitated by the new law which limits 
the hours of labor in this branch of 
the railway service. 

There is not a railway management 
in the United States that knows where 
or how they are going to get the large 
additional force needed. The fact is 
that they are not in the country and 
the problem is to create a supply.

While they admit that the 
mohurch is of the Mormon sect and a 
branch of the Utah church, they gay that 
polygamy is m longer a part of their 
tenets, having been practically abolish- 
ed fifty years ago. 

“To ask us we don’t preach polyg- 
amy,” said one of the members yester- 
day afternoon, “is equivalent to ask- 
ing Christians if they practice polygamy 
at this day because it was practiced by 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.” 

Church Recently Organised. 

Atianta’s Mormon church was estab- 
lished a year ago, it is said, but there 
was no real organization effected, for 
worship until a few weeks ago. 

A building on Woodward avenue was 
purchased, and with this structure there 
is an interesting bit of history. It was 
used nearly fifty years ago as a Pres- 
byterian church, and‘ im its prime was 
looked upon as one of the leading 
churches of the young Atlanta. Of re- 
cent years it was used as a branch ot 
the Fair street school. The Mormons 
have remodeled the building and con- 
verted it into a very respectable church 
edifice with a parsonage annexed. 

The church has a membership of about 
forty, with thirty children in the Sun- 
day school. Five of its leading members 
are J. P. Jentsen, J. R. Parker, J. R.

Was Working as a Carpenter. -

American consuls should entitle Chinese 
to free entry. He asks that this be ap- 
plied in the Philippine and Hawaiian 
islands.

Mr. Rockefeller was a very willing and 
an equally unsatisfactory witness. He 
was ready to tell all that he khg, but 
he said that he knew practically noth- 
The net result of his examtnation 
was that he believed that @uring the 
years 1903, 1904, and 1905, the yperiod 
covered by the indictments on’ which 
the Standard Oi] company of {Indiana 
was recently convicted, the ne. profits 
of the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey were approximately forty per 
cent of an outstanding capitalization of 
$ 100,000,000. 

Purpose of Investigation. 

The investigation held today by Judge 
Landis was ijstituted by him for the 
expressed purpose of determining wheth- 
er or not the Standara Oi] company of 
Indiana, which was convicted.ot viola- 
tion of the law, was really owned by the 
Standard Oll company of New Jersey, 
whether the Union Tanx Zine, whose 
cars were used for the shipments made 
in violation'of law, was similarty owned, 
and also to obtain an idea of the finan- 
cial resources of the convicted corpora- 
tion in order to inflict a fine propor- 
tioned to the offense and the assets. of 
the convicted company. 

It was stated by officers of the Stan- 
dard Oil company of New Jersey that 
it owned the greater part of the stock 
of both the Union Tank’ Line and the 


Standard Oi] company of Indiana. Spe- 
cific figures as to the earnings of the 
parent corporation were given by 
Charles M. Pratt, its secretary, ana they 
were close to the estimate given by Mr. 
Rockefeller. 

The prospective appearance in court 
of the man reputed to be the richest in 
the world brought about a spectacle, 
the like of which has never been wit- 
nessed in the vicinity of a Chicago 
court reom. 

Unable to Control Crowd. 

The hour set for the appearance of 
Mr. Rockefeller was !0 o’clock, and an 
hour before that time the low-ceiled 
hallway outside thé court room door 
was densely packed by a crowd, all 
of whom were anxious to obtain seats 
an@ hear the testimony. A large squad 
of United States deputy marshals, un- 
der the direction of United States 
Marshal Hoy, and a numerous detail of 
pol.ce were on hand; but even they 
were unable at times to control the 
crowd. The people pushed and shoved, 
and at times by sheer weight actually 
bore the police and deputies down the 
hall. The crowd was so dense thet 
frequent cries for assistance 
heard, and people who were jammea 
against the wall frantically begged 
for relief from the pressure to which 
they were subjected.

da was not a national monument, 
from a private citizen. 
The Trophtes of Victory. 
Commenting on the incident in the 
New York ‘Tribune, an ‘“Ex;-Aaitache”’ 
points out that there are few capitals in 
Kurope where the national museums and 
galieries, as well as the palaces of the 
rulers, are not adorned with works of 
art and with monuments that are held 
as trophies of victory. In fact, there 
are few celebrated art collections be- 
longing either to the crown or the state 
which would not be lamentably depleted, 
and robbed, indeed, of their most precious 
treasures, were they to be forced to sur- 
render all that had been taken in war, 
or as a fruit of the latter. No victorious 
commander, however, carried looting to 
quite the sam® length as the First Na- 
poleon. 
Time Brings Its Revenges. 
' During the sixteen years that preceded 
the battle of Waterloo, when his des- 
potic sway extended over the lengtn and 
breadth of continental Europe, he took 
advantage of his power to despoil public 
institutions, royal and private palaces, 
and even religious edifices, in Spain, 
Italy, Germany, Austria, the Nether- 
lands, and Russia of their finest art 
treasures, carrying them off to Paris, 
hig depradations in this respect extend- 


_ ing even to the land of the Nile. After 
his downfall, and the occupation of the 


French capital by the allied forces, the 
latter at once ‘took steps to resume pos- 
session of their national chef d'oeuvres 
of art and archaeology, discovered in 
the Tuileries, at Fontainebleau, at Com- 
piegne, and in the various public bulld- 
ings of the Gallic metropotis. In this 
way Venice recovered her famoys bronze 
horses, of which she herself had plun- 
déréed Constantinople in 1206, and which 
for nearly 600 years had surmounted the 
entrance of her Cathedral of San Mar- 
eo, until Napoleon bore them off as 
part. and parce! of his loot.to Paris to 
crown the triumphal arch in the car- 
rousel from !797 to !8!15. In the same 
manner, Raphael’s greatest masterpiece, 
“The Transfiguration,’”’ was restored to 
its place on the walls of the vatican, 
after an absence of fifteen years in 
Paris. 
The Tron Duke's Leot. 
: There were many such treasures, how- 
aver, wich were beyond recovery, which 
had been pnesented by Napoleon to his 
‘generals, or which he had allowed them 
‘to retain at the time of the victory as 
‘their share of the plunder. It was thus 
that the entire collection of Spanish old 
masters which Marshal Soult had car- 
vied off from Madrid and other cities of 
tthe Therian peninaula was irretrievably 
fost to Spain. Perhaps the grandest 
‘painting of the lot was Murillo’s “Im- 
culate Conception,” which had be- 
onged for centuries to the Hospita) de 
os Venerabiles Sacerdotes, at Seville. 
‘Soult seized it, took it back with him to 
france, sold it there, and after rematn- 
‘Ing in private hands: for a couple of 
gecades.or so, that is to say, until long 
after the allies -had ‘withdrawn . from 
‘Paris. it was acquired through a per- 
fectly legitimate purchase by the Louvre, 
twhere it is now regarded as one of the 
principal ert treasures of France’s great 
mational museum. Those paintings which 
ad eseaped Marshal Soult. were seized 
y King Joseph Bonaparte, whose plun- 
Wer represented many of the most val- 
‘able old masters of the national gallery 
f Madrid. When King Josepn was 
Ariven by the English to abandon his 
Spanish crown and to retreat to France 
the carried with him these paintings in 
his immense baggage train. The latter 
vwas captured by the Duke of Welling- 
“ton @nd shipped off to Nondor, along

King Ferdinand, Jearning that the paint- 
ings in question were in the possession 
of Wellington, at once requested him to 
keep them as a token of the gratitude 
of his people and of himself for the ser- 
vices rendered by the iron duke in ex- 
/pelling the French fnvaders and in plac- 
ing him (Ferdinand) once more on the 


‘throne of Spain. 

Looting Not Tolerated Nowadays. 
It is only fair to add that Napoleon 
and his French generals were by no 
| means the only offenders in this spoila- 
| tion of the public institutions of the ene- 
‘my. The practice was one which was 
| generally recognized and tolerated by 
‘international law, and in 1815, when the 


‘papacy recovered its painting or ‘The ' 


| Transfiguration,’’ by Raphael, as above 
described, it was forced to surrender to 
‘Germany the treasures of the Palatine 
‘library of Heidelberg, which had been 
‘looted itn ohe thirty years’ war, and 
which for the two subsequent centuries 
had been preserved in the vatican. 
‘Nowadays looting in wars between civi- 
lized nations has been virtually aban- 
doned. 

‘Why We Are Offending the Greeks. 
| Of course (says ‘‘Ex-Attache,” In con-

from the effects of the weatner, from 
vandal tourists, and at the hands of the 
natives, whe leoked upon the ruins of 
the Parthenon in the light of mere stone 
quarries,

A full justification of the disposal of 
the Higin marbles to the seventh earl of 
Elgin is supplied by the deterioration 
which the sculptures which were left at 
Parthenon have suffered stnce his 
time, whereas the Elgin marbles in the 
British museum have suffered no harm 
. whatsoever. Viscount Tanaka is appar- 

ently doomed to share the unmerited 
fate of Lord Elgin in being. denounced 
as a spoliator and robber of national 
'monuments. But, judging from the 
Shameful neglect to which the Pung- 
Duk pagoda was subjected at Seoul, 
‘amid its sordid and filthy surroundings, 
it is a service which the Japanese states- 
iman has rendered to the cause of 
archaeology, and not an offence.

For more than fifty years the walls of 
the old state building have not echoed 
the sound of the voices of noted states- 
men and learned jurists, nor have the 
‘halls and corridors been thronged with 
‘lobbyists buttonholing senators and rep 
'resentatives. Instead of the voices of 
istatesmen and jurists are. heard today 
ithe voices of professors lecturing on 
science, on literature, on mathematics, 
and other subjects. One meets today 
within the halls and corridors of the 
historical old structure the beauty, the 
culture, the refinement, the intelligence, 
the very flower of Alabamia and the 
south’s young womanhood. For a num- 
ber of years the old state house has 


‘been the home of the Alabama Central 
Female college, an institution of learn- 
ing for young women, under the con- 
‘trol of the Baptist church of Alabama. 
‘It is today one of the leading colleges 
for young women in the state. 

By a vote of the legislature Tuscaloosa 
became the capital of Alabama in the 
year 1826, and the removal was made 
from Cahaba to Tuscaloosa during the 
same year. The fact that twice or more 
each year the town of Cahaba was flood- 
ed by the overflow of the Cahaba river 
made the removal of the capital neces- 
sary. Montgomery, Tuscaloosa, Selma, 
Greensboro, Montevallo and Wilson’s 
Hill were all candidates for the capital, 
but the real contest was between Mont- 
gomery and Tuscaloosa, and Tuscaloosa 
won the prize. About the same time, 
the parent bank of the system of state 
banks was also moved from Cahaba to 
Tuscaloosa. The state university had 
been estabHshed at Tuscaloosa by an 
act of the legislature of December 18, 
819, while Cahaba was the capital, but 
‘the university was not qpened to stu- 
dents until April !7, !831. 

A state house had not been erected fn 
Tuscaloosa when the capital was moved 
there. The first session of the legisia- 
ture held in Tuscaloosa convened in 
what was known at that time as “Bell 
‘Tavern,” and met in November, 1826. 
‘Work commenced on the new capital 
building in the year !827, and the sés- 
sions of the legislature of 1827 and 1628 
were held tn a two-story frame build- 
ing whieh had been erected as a tem- 
po capital. This bullding has long 
since disappeared. The capital building 
was completed in 1829, and the tegisia- 
ture met within the new building that 
‘year and continued to meet there until 
‘the seat of government was moved to 
{arontgomery. 

When Tuscaloosa became the capital, 
the town was about as large as any 
town in the state. There were no cities 
in Alabama during those days. Even 
Mobile and Montgomery were but emall 
towns. Thousands of acres of Alabama's 
area was then unexplored forests, tnhab- 
ited by Indians and wild beasts. The 
people of those days had no Idea of the 
value of the coal and fron which lay 
under their very feet, or of the vast 
wealth of the forests of the state. They 
devoted their entire time and energy to 
icetton raising, which was not conducive 
{to the buflding of cities. But the story 
‘of Alabama's fertile sof! and mild, 
ihealthful climate soon spread, and the 
population of the state increased very 
much during the years that, Tuscaloosa 
i'remained the capital. :

Soon after the ransom of Mrs. Crawley, 
Black ‘Warrior Town was ‘burned by a 
company of Tennesseeans under General 
Coffee. Davy Crockett, in his: auto- 
biography, states that he visited the site 
of the town in the year 1818 and found 
only “skulls and desolation.”’ 

About the same time the seat of state 
government was moved to Tuscaloosa 
the seat of county government was also 
moved there from’ Newtown. The first 
house in Tuscaloosa was built by Wil- 
liam Wilson. It was built of logs and 
stood near where the old state capitol 
building now stands. The first brick 
residence erectéd@d in Tuscaleosa is still 
Standing. It is on Broad street and is 
known as the “old:*Guild place.” The 
Old governor's mansion, which was the 
home of Alabama's governor during the 
years that Tuscaloosa was the capital 
of the state, is still standing and is the 
home of Dr. J. L. Williams. It is an im- 
posing structure and is today pointed 
out to the visitor as one of the old 
landmark of Tuscaloosa. 

No good cause has ever been assigned 
for the removal of the state capital 
from Tuscaloosa, but politics no doubt 
played an important part in the re- 
moval. The state constitution, which 
was drafted and adopted in 1819, while 
Huntsville was the temporary seat of 
government, empowered the state 
legislature, which. was elected in 1826, 
to select a permanent seat of govern- 
ment and the place thus chosen was 
not to be changed. Tuscaloosa was 
chosen as the capital by the legisla- 
ture of 1826, but in the legislature of 
1845 an amendment was offered to re- 
peal that clause of the constitution 
establishing the permanent seat of gov- 
ernment in order that the state capital 
might be moved from Tuscaloosa. In 
the legislature of i845 another impor- 
tant amendment to the constitution was 
offered which proposed to change the 
state elections from annual] to biennial. 
The latter amendment met with popu- 
lar favor. Both these amendments had 
been discussed at several ‘sessions. of 
the state legislature and® both were 
passed by the legislature of 1845. At 
the August election, held im this year, 
these amendments were, submitted to 
the peeple for radification and both re- 
ceived a majority vote of the state. 
These amendments were voted on joint- 
ly, and since the change to biennial 
elections was so popular it is more than 
likely that tm thefr eagerness to see this 


amendment ratified the people blindly 
voted for the removal amendment also. 
After the adoption of the removal 
amendment the next step was the loca- 
tion of the capitol. In the fight which 
followed Tuscaloosa was in the thickest | 
of the fray. Her opponents were Mont- 
gomery, Wetumpka, Mobile, Marion, | 
Selma and Huntsville. From the start. 
it was evident that Montgomery and 
Wetumpka were the strongest of them | 
all and Montgomery won on the six-| 
teenth ballot, the final hallot being 
taken on January 26, 1846. The actual 
removal did not. take place, however, 
until near the close of the year !647, 
when the state records were removed 
to the new capitol building, which had 
been erected in Montgomery. ; 
Tuscaloosa retained the state yuniversi- 
ty, which had ajready grown to be an 
ingsthution of mugh importance. Thg 
state capitol building was donatef to 
the university by the legisiature, . but 
it was found that fhe untyersity. eoyld 
not use the building to advantage, so 
wan. teaeed 10 Aboals.

today; urged the creation of a state 
geologist and @ State chemist, which 
have..done much for the development 
and upbuliding of the commonwealth. 
Governor Brown was always tHe 
friend of the poor boys and girls who 
were struggling to obtain an educa- 
tion, and to that end he Rave the 
State university, at Athens, the benefi- 
cent sum of $60,000, the interest of 
which is loaned to poor worthy boys, 
at 4 per cent interest per annum, to 
enable them to obtain for themselves 
a higher education which they could 
not otherwise get. This fund ts yearly 
increasing, and but a few days since 
the writer noticed that about forty 
students were enjoying this very 
gracious gift of Governor Brown. The 
writer happens to know that a num- 
ber of the most prominent alumni that 
have gone out from the University. of 
Georgia since 1885 were ehabled to x0 
through college on the Brown fund. 
The legislature now in session could 
not honor itself more than by naming 
a county for this good and illustrious 
Georgian.

Over 840,000 of the Money 
by Runyan Is Missing, 
Mrs. Carter Says She 
Knows Nothing 
About It. 


New York, July 6.—Chester B. Run- 
yan, the paying teller of the Windsor 
Trust Company, who is alleged to have 
Stolen $96,317 from that company, and 
Mrs. Laura Carter, the woman who be- 
trayed his hiding place to. the police 
after he had given her a part of the 
Stolen funds, were arraigned in police 
court today. 

Runyan's spirit appeared to be broken 
by the disastrous outcome of his steal- 
ing and he maintained the demeanor of 
@ man who knew that he had Iittle to 
hope for. He had passed a sleepless 
night in the police station and showed 
the effects of his worry when subjected 
to the gaze of a curious crowd on his 
way to police headquarters. 

On the contrary, Mrs. Carter bore her 
arrest with consi@erable nonchalance. 
She wasted no hours in vain regret last 
night, but slept unconcernedly on her 
cot in the matron’s quarters at the po- 
lice station and undertook the journey 
downtown undismayed by the predica- 
ment into wich her escapade with 
Runyan had thrown her. She shielded 
her face from the photographers on 
the way as best she could, but chatted 
with the reporters in lively fashion 
while on the subway train. Runyan, 
however,’ had little to say to anybody 
and appeared to be terribly distressed. 


842,000 Not Recovered, 


What had become of $42,000 of the 
trust company’s stolen funds was atill 
a mystery so far as the public was 
concerned up to the time tha®@ the’ two 
Prisoners had been taken to the court. 
Runy had in his possession when ar- 
rested $54,410. Of the balance he said 
he lost about $/6,000 in speculation in 
Stock before he disappeared from the 
office of the Windsor Trust Company 
last Monday; that he had given $1!15,0C0 
to Mrs. Carter and that he believed she 
had taken $10,000 more without his 
knowledge. : 

Mrs. Carter at first stoutly denied 
that she had any of the trust com- 
fany'’s funds, admitting that Runyan 
fave her $8,000, but asserting that she 
promptly retarned it to him at his re- 
quest. While on her way to court to- 
haw, however, she said she had deposit- 
ed all the money that Runyan gave her 
fn a bank and that it would stay there 
if she could keep it there. She declared 
that she could have obtained possession 
of all the money Runyan had if she 
had tried hard enough. 

Concerning her betrayal’ of Runyan's 
hiding place, she said she had felt sorry 
for Mrs. Runyan and debated with her- 
self whether to notify Mrs. Runyan of 
her husband’s whereabouts or to give 
him up to the police. She adopted the 
latter plan because she learned that 
Mrs. Runyan was ill. Although she said 
she had no hope of securing the: teward 
for Runyan, she remarked that she 
could make use of the 87,000. As she 
ig under a charge of receiving stolen 
property and the police have yet to re- 
cover about $25,000 which Runyan de- 
clares she has hidden, there is little 
chance of her securing the reward. 


Runyan and Woman Photographer. 

On arriving downtown today Runyan 
and Mrs. Carter were taken fo first 
police headquarters, where photographs 
of them were made for the use of the 
police department and they were meas- 
urd and questioned for the police rec- 
ord. Neither of them made any objec- 
tion and Mrs. Carter went through the 

rocess smilingly, while Runyan was 

aggard and careworu. 

They were then taken to the Tombs 
politics cOurt to be arraigned. 

Runyan was arraigned on a charge of 
grand larceny in having stolen $8,000. 
Mrs. Carter was charged with receiving 
stolen property. Both waived examina- 
tion,and were held for the grand jury, 
Runyan in $/15,000 and Mrs. Carter in 
€10,000 bail. Neither Runyan nor Mrs. 
Carter were able to give bail and they 
Were taken to prison. 


Just before she was arcaigned in court 
Mrs. Carter denied that she had placed 
any of the trust company’s money in 
the bank to her own account and de- 
clared, as she did last night, that she 
received only $8,000 from Runyan and 
that she promptly returned !t when he 
G@emanded it.

So curi- 
ous were the people to see Mr. Rocke- 
feller that it was necessary for twenty 
policemen to use force in pushing back 
the crowd to makeja pathway for him.

He looked up 
Corbett and Sullivan, and shook hands 
as heartily with them as if be had 
met his long-lost brothers. 

They talked over the past and fu- 
ture, and discussed all sorts of fights 
and fighters, but never once did they 
mention any ring meeting between 
themselves. 

His trip, he says, was for pleasure, 
but if he saw where he could pick up 
some easy money by knocking out a 
heavy-weight, he would be willing to 
fight again. 

“One thing is certain,” said Mitchell, 
“boxing is practically dead in the old 
country. I don’t mean to say there is 
not plenty of boxing there, but our 
fighters do not seem to Know the game 
like they did. Whether they have de- 
teriorated or not I can’t say, but our 
fighters do not seem to know the 
game like they do over here at the 
present day. 

“Every British sportsman likes to 
see boxing; it is bred in him from the 
days of ‘Figg,’ but we have very few 
men of note today. The only men we 
have at present are two light heavy- 
weights, Gunner Moir and Jack Pal- 
mer. I do not know how they would 
compare with your own class of 
heavies today, barring Jefferies, who I 
understand has retired.” 

How Mitchell Was Discovered. 

Billy Madden brought Mitchell to 
this country first after he had a fall- 
ing out with John L. He went to Eng- 
land to see if he could not find a man 
to whip Sullivan, who had treated him 
wrong. He gave a boxing tournament 
in St. George’s hall, London, in 1888. 

Mitchell, a husky young English lad, 
weighing about !45 pounds, was in the 
tournament. He was well developed 
and very clever. He made a great 
showing in the differ®nt bouts, and in 
the final won the championship of 
England from Dick Roberts. There 
were some good men in the competi- 
tion, including Bill Nipton, “The Deaf 
'Un of Norwich,” and Jim Goode. 

After Mitchell won the championship 
they started out for a tour of England, 
meeting all comers and whipping 
them. Madden then brought him to 
this country the same year, and put 
him against Mike Cleary, who at the 
time was considered the next best man 
to Sullivan. Mitchell stopped Cleary 
in three rounds at the American insti- 
tute, New York city. 

Madden afterwards matched Mitchell 
against Sullivan at Madison Square 
Garden. Mitchell created a sensation 
by knocking Sullivan down and ag - 
most out in the second round, although 
he did not weigh within sixty pounds 
of Sullivan’s weight. They then went 
on a tour of America, Mitchell meet- 
ing anybody who came his way. He 
made a big hit in the far western 
states and knocked out his opponents 
one after anotLer. 

Mitchell remained in this country for 
three years, and then went back to 
England. During his travels in the 
wtst Jack Dempsey was in the same 
troupe, and he was always jealous of 
Mitchell, and they could never get 
along tegether. 

binally Dempsey came out with a 
challenge directea to Mitchell, but 
nothing ever came of it, as Dempsey 
wanted everything his way and would 
not concede a point. He knew Mitchell 
was different from anybody he had 
ever tackled, and I think it was just 
as well for him he never fought 
Mitchell, as I think he would have met 
his Waterloo before he met Fitssim- 
mons.

JOHN L. SULLIVAN AND CHARLIE MITCHELL WRANGLING OVER 


When matchmakers attempted to bring these two great pugi- 
lists together considerable tro uble ensued over the articles that 
in a rage Sullivan jumped to his 
feet and, shaking his fist in the face of the English prize fight- 
er, shouted: “I'll fight pou in the next room, without articles of 
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fastest men on his feet in the ring. He 
could judge a blow and get away from it 
with marvelous regularity, and he al- 
ways had great confidence tn his ability 
in the ring. He always kept his head 
moving in such a way it was almost 
impossible to get near his jaw. 

Mitchell returned to this country later | 
and entered on a theatrical tour, and | 
did some gladiatorial stunts In posing 
for a whole season. 

He continued to challenge Sullivan to 
again meet him, but no match was ar- 
ranged until May, !884, when Sullivan 
signed to meet him again at Madison 
Square Garden for four three-minute 
rounds in June. After the arrangements 
were made the men went into strict 
training. On the day of what promised 
to be a great fistic battle, Mitchell 
looked in the pink of condition ready 
and willing to battle. 

Sullivan also looked in the best of 
condition. On that evening the Garden 
was crowded, but Sullivan claimed he 
was sick. He entered the ring and tried 
to tell the vast assemblage he was un- 
able to meet Mitchell, that he was sick. 
This ended the match for the time being. 
There was $1/2,000 in the house, which 
was divided. And no rain checks were 
distributed. 

The authorities did not fail to remem- 
ber it the next time they met, when 
Mitchell again visited this country in 
1886, older, taller, heavier, and again 


livan. A meeting was held, and the two 
time were matched 
to box on July 6, 1886, on the Polo 
New York. 

Again the public. were disappointed, 
for the contest ended in another flasco; 
but it was neither Sullivan’s nor Mitch- 


ell’s fault, but was stopped by the po-

The match was made suddenly, while 
Sullivan was in a passion. Mitchell 
goaded him to it.

Sullivan and Mitchell were matched |

France, on March 12, !888. | 

Had to Meet Britisher. ‘ 

The failure of Sullivan to stop the con- 
troversy in the papers between himself 
and Mitchel] injured his business. The 
receipts of the box office began to dwin- 
dle, so that Harry Phillips insisted that 
Sullivan better arrange a match with 
Mitchell, and he agreed to do so. Fi- 
nally Mitchell was notofied that Harry 
Phillips would meet him next day atthe 
Aquarium to make a match. 

There were present Mitchell and his 
father-in-law, Pony Moore, tne owner of 
St. James Hall, which is the only min- 
strel hall in London; Richard K. Fox. 
John Fleming, Harry Phillips, Sullivan's 
manager, and George Atkinson, of the 
Sporting Life. The meeting was held in 
a@ private room near the House of Par- 
liament, London. 

Mitchell tola Sullivan what he wanted 
Was principally satisfaction, which he | 
had been seeking from him for years 
and that he wanted to fight him in a 
24-foot ring for $2,500 a side, where the 
police could not interfere.

A wel- 
known member of the stock exchange 
was named on behalf of Sullivan, it be- 
ing agreed that when the final deposit 
was made both names should be put im 
a hat, a coin tossed in the air and ths 
winner to put his hang in and draw a 
name to see who should act as umpire. 

Phillips said to Mitchell when they had 
concluded the match-making, he hoped 
the best man would win, and thought }: 
would be Sullivan: but if Mitchell won, 
he would like to take him to America, 
where both could reap a fortune. Mitcn- 
ell thanked him ang said: ‘If Sulitvaa 
beats me they will have to carry me out 
of the ring in ‘pieces.”’

Sullivan complained that Mitchell was 
doing “all he could to spoil his displays 
in England. 

Mitchell—You have only yourself to 
blame. 

Sulliwman—I never challengeq you; Tcame 
here to fight the winner of the Smith- 
Kilrain fight. 

Mitchell—You tried to run down Kil- 
rain, my pal, and said yoy hoped thit 
he—who is your countryman—would get 
beaten. 

Sullivan—I will bet you $500 I never 
said anytfing of the kind. 

Mitchell—Well, you were reported to 
have said so; and you never denied it. 

Sullivan—Well, I'll bet you I never dld. 

After a long conversation Mr. Phillios 
said that gooner than there should be no 
fight Sullfvan should meet Mitchell in a 
24-foot ming, and he would agree with 
Mitchell on a date which should be kept 
secret. To faciNtate matters and to eni 
the repartee between Sullivan and Mitch- 
ell, which was annoying, Phillips and 
Mitchell then retired,.and upon their re- 


set that would not clash with the. Smitn 
and Kilrain match. 

Articles of agreement were then drawn 
up by The Sportsman’s representative, 
forfeits of $1,000 each posted with John 
Bull, alias “Chippy’’ Norton, and ‘both 
Sullivan and Mitchell signed and left in 
different directions with their friends. 

The day for the final deposit arrived, 
end Bull, the stakeholder, was present. 
Mitchell and Pony Moore were on time. 
All hands were waiting for Sullivan, and 
supposed he would not be on hand, but 
their fears in a measure were soon dis- 
pelled, for Jack Barnett and Ed HolsKe, 
of Boston, arrived. 

Bull at once opened the business by 
stating that Sullivan was not going to 
laeve his training, but that he was up at 
Windsor, yet his two friends ,pointing te 
Messrs. Barnett and Holske, would repre- 
sent him in a business way. 

Mitchell said: ‘‘We are here,” and Pony 
Moore joined in and said, ‘So is our 
money.’ The parties interested retired to 
a private room to carry out their plans. 
In the meantime Jem Mace, George B. 
Angle, Charles Dunning @na another 
delegation of choice spirits, arrived to 
ascertain if the match would go On, or 
if either would wrangle or forfeit. 

A long and angry discussion followed 
at the meeting. It was claimed by Miteh- 
ell that Bull. the stakeholder, was Sul- 
livan’s backer, and he objected to him 
being stakeholder; but Mitchell's objec- 
tion was useless, for the articles of agree- 
ment specified ‘‘that if either failed to 
go on with the match at the posting of 
the final deposit, the $1,000 already post- 
ed with the stakeholder should be for- 
feited.”’ 

Mitchell, after consulting with his 
father in law, said he did not care about 
forfeiting the $1,000 up—it was not the 
amount—but if he did go, he would never 
have another chance of meeting Sulli- 
van, and it wes worth five times the 
amount to have the chance of doing 8°. 
Finally Mitchell, said: 

“Chippy, I know it is your money I 
am fighting against, and Sullivan is your 
man. If I win, I know you won't pay 
over the stekes, but I. will have the 
pleasure or trying to prove that Sullivan 
cannot fight, and that he made his rep- 
utation by whipping a lot of stiffs in 
America.”’ 

Bull seid: “I am not backing Sullivan. 
Harry 8S. Phillips is his backer, and you 
need not be afraid I will do anything 
wrong.” 

Mitchell Puts Up His Money. 

Mitchell replied: ‘‘No, you would do 
nothing wrong. Everybody in Birming- 
ham knows that, Chippy.” Then turning 
to Pony Moore, Mitchell said: “Put up 
the ‘oof,’ Pony; we will give them a 
fight.’’ 

Pony said: ‘Yes, ‘here ig the money,” 
and counted out fifty Bank of England 
notes. Barnett, who represented Sulli- 
van, then put down the‘same amount, 
and that made the whole of the stake— 
$2600 a gide. A wrangle followed about 
the battle ground, and Barnett proposed 
that Bull should name the place. Kilrain 
said: ‘I thought you had to toss for it, 
Charley ?”’ 

Mitchell replied: ‘“‘That is what the ar- 
ticles say.’’ Barnett said, ‘I guess not.” 
The articles were produced and read, and 
a cluase in them proved Kilrain was cor- 
rect. The battle ground was then tossed 
for, and Mitchell won the toss, and Kil- 
rain and Charley Rowell danced for joy. 
It was a great victory, as it was just 
what Mitchell wanted—as it gave him 
the naming of the battle ground. 

later it was agreed that the Sullivan 
party should provide the ropes and 
stakes. 

Mitchell said after the match was 
made: ‘“‘People seem to think Sullivan is 
sure to do me; that I am such a little 
fellow. I take the chances; but never 
mind. When SGullivan licks me you'll 
see white blackbirds in O’Conne]l 
street.’ ‘ 

“Mitchell, wlien he fought Sullivan fn 
France, weighed !70 pounds, and when 
he met him as a boy in Madison Square 
Garden he weighed only !146 pounds. If 
must be remembered that Mitchell had 
gained muscle and sinew since he first 
met Sullivan. Besides, he fought Sulli- 
van at the new rules of the London prize 
ring, in which rough wrestling forms 
one of the leading features, and at which 
game Mitchell is an expert. It was 
Mitchell who taught Kilrain how to 
avoid cross-buttock and back-heel. Kil- 
rain gave a splendid exhibition of wrest- 
ling with Jem Smith, England's cham- 
pion, on the Island of St. Pierre on De- 
cermer !9, 1887. 

Sullivan had only fought once accord- 
ing +o London prize ring rules, and that 
was six years before in his match with 
Paddy Ryan. Looking et the height, 
weight and splendid muscular develop- 
ment of Suflivan, compared with Mitch- 
eli, one would suppose with Sullivan's 
great strength and his tremendous hit- 
ting powerg he should easily defeat

AN INADEQUATE EQUIPMENT 


Cause of the Colored Condition of 
Water, Is the Opinion of the 
Investigating Citizens—They 
Agree With Superinten- 
dent Woodward.

Some ten or twelve citizens, headed by 
George 8S. Doyle, draftsman for the Con- 
tinental Gin company, and Dr. ‘Lee Cur- 
tis, alderman frem the south side, made 


pumping station yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of determining for them- 
selves at first hand the cause of Atlan- 
ta’s muddy water supply. 

The consensus of opinion was that the 
statements of Superintendent Park 
Woodward were correct and that tack of 
adequate equipment was the cause of 
the muddy liquid which Atlantans have 
been using for water. 

Mr. Doyle stateq last night that the 
trip of inspection had absolutely no po- 
litical significance; that the gentlemén 
who composed t¥® party had for some 
time been discussing the water situation 
and the possibility of typnoida fever as 
the result of the present supply.

| city of Atlanta,’’ said Mr. Doyle. 
| “We @ade the inspection this after- 
,noon, and from all I can find the pipes 
from the Hemphill pumping station are 
clogged up to an extent that causes 
friction and muddy water. These pipes 
are thirty-inch and are too small. Thir- 
ty-six-inch pipe has been ordered, and 
this will relieve the situation some. 

‘There should be double the engine 
capacity at each plant. Of this there is 
no doubt. At prekhent the engines are 
working day and night, and if one pump 
breaks down the other will have an aw- 
ful strain on it The time will come 
when a breakdown jis sure to occur, and 
then the city will be at the mercy of 
any fire that may break our, »vesides 
being cut off from drinking water. 

“The city should have reserve farce 
@qual to the present pumping capacity. 

“One additional engine is not going 
to be enough to relieve the situation. 

“Atlanta is right now in a bad fix, and 
the public cannot be too forcibly im- 
pressed with the need for better and 
more adequate equipment.” 

Mr. Doyle disclaimed any xnowledge 
of a mass meeting now or in the future 
to, discuss the situation. :

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DECISION HITS 
DISCRIMINATION 


Railroads Cannot Favor One 
Community Against Another, 


DECISION IN GEORGIA CASE 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Has Decided Freight Rate Case 
of Town of Moultrie—Geor- 
gia State Commission 
First Passed on 
the Case. 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—(Special.) 
In many instances it has been the pol- 
icy of the railroads of this. country to 
build up one town at the expense 
of another in the matter of establish- 
ment of through rates, and this prac- 
tice of favoritism did as guch as any- 
thing elge to create the sentiment that 
resulted in the passage of the railway 
rate bill by congress last year. Acting 
under this instrument of authority, the 
wisdom of which is being demonstrated 
every day, the interstate commerce 
commission has rendered a decision of 
far reaching importance in a Georgia 
case, which it is believed is the opening 
wedge that will correct the abuse of 
discrimination practiced by railroads in 
favor of one community as against an- 
other, where practically the same mile- 
age and transportation conditions pre- 
vail. 


Decided Moultrie Case. 

In the case from Georgia, which the 
commission has just decided, complaint 
was made that the rates from Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, Memphis and Nashvitie | 
are higher to Moultrie, Ga., than from 
the same points of origin to Tifton, | 
Valdosta, Quitman, Thomasville and 
Fitzgerald, Ga. The rates all about, and 
even through Moultrie to points beyond, 
are much tower than to that point, and 
consequemtly there was not much 
trouble in establishing the fact that the 
through rates are unreasonable and un- 
justly discriminatory. The Georgia state 
commission first passed on the case and 
held that rates to Moultrie from any 
given point in Georgia shall in no case 
exceed those to Quitmen and Thomas- 
vie. The present through freight rate 
from Louisville and the other shipping 
cities mentioned to Moultrie is 81.64. 
The rate to Tifton is only $1.43, and 
it ig the same to Fitzgerald and Thom- 
asville, yet Thomasville is twenty-eight 
miles yond Moultrie. The commission 
decides that upon the record made in 
this case the circumstances and condi- 
tions surrounding the transportation of 
freight by the carriers from such points 
of origin to Moultrie are not gubstan- 
tially dissimilar from those surrounding 
the transportation from such points of 
origin to said other nearby Georgia 
points end that the practice of charg- 
ing such higher rates to Moultrie is un- 
justly discriminatory, unreasonable and 
unlawful. The railroads are ordered to 
put in force the same through rateg to 
@il the Georgia points mentioned, 

The retes to Moultrie were made by 
the addition of the through rates from 
these points of origin to Albany, Ga. 
The rates are the same from Lowieville 
and Cincinnati. The short ling distance 
from Louisville to Albany ig 649 mites 
and from Cincinnati 671 miles. The 
stort line distance from Cincinnati to 
Moultrie is 696 miles and from Louts- 
ville 676 miles. For comparison with 
these rates those in force from the game 
points of origin to other destinatiens

TO CAPT. JOHN A. GRANT 


Daily States Declares His Death ‘‘Marks the Passe 
ing of One of South’s Greatest Civil and 


Hydraulic Engineers.” 


NENT the varied career of the lats 
Captain John A. Grant, of At- 
lanta,. who died here the early 

part of June, The Daily States of New 
Orleans, in its issue of June 8, declared 
that his death “marks the passing Ol 
one of thg south’s greatest civil and 
hydraulic engineers. Captain Grant, 
had he elected,” said The Daily States, 
“might have occupied the position ot 
one of the world’s greatest construction 
engineers.”’ 

“New Orleans and the south? con- 
tinued The Daily States, ‘‘owe to th2 
memosy of this eminent engineer a 
debt of gratitude of infinite propor- 
tions.” 

The article of The Daily States tracyl 
in detail the many incidents which went 
to make up the interesting life of Cap- 
tain Grant. It shows how, as a young 
man, he left his studies at the Mariett. 
Military academy of Georgia at the 
opening of the war between the states to 
enter the service of the confederacy; and 
how, at the conclusion of hostilities, he 
returned to his studies and finished hi: 
education at the Washington and Lee 


funiversity. 


The rehabilitation of the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad, shortly after the 
war, is declared by The Daily States to 
be the fisst feat of Captain Grant that 
attracted the attension of the large 
financial interest th east. In tna 
thorough restorac} of this railroad 
property from the helpless weeck the 
battles of the wpposing armies had 
made of it, Captatn Gran; demonstrate} 
his genius, and cther tasks and honors 
were soon to be his. 

The development of the south and th 


west, then beginning, soon attracted at- 
tention to Captain Gmnt. “It was Colo-

nel T. R. West, who selected Captaia 
Grant as the one man to undertake t'2 
running of a trunk Jine through the 
country between New Orleans and Mem- 
phis via a section which has since be.- 
come noted the world over for its won- 
drous fertility.’’ 
Rapid Completion of Road. 

After making mention of the rapid 
completion of the new road, The Daily 
States describes the closing of the great 
Bonnet Carre according to the plans of 
Captain Grant, and the construction of 
the greatest bits of levee construction 
accomplished in the south, thus earning 
for himself the reputation of a great hy- 
draulic as well as railroad engineer. 
The Daily States also traces the con. 
nection of Captain Grant with the Texas 
and Pacific railroad, showing how he 
was quickly taken over, after the open- 
|ing of the Valley, by Jay Gould, the 
| great railroad finanaler, and made man- 
| ager of and vice president of the Texes 
,and Pacific. Aftes serving* the Texas 
and Pacific railroad for several years 
‘with great profit to its owners, Captain 
Grant resigned his position with the eoaa 
because of interference of some of “h;3 
(executive officers. “He bully 1.800 mileg 
‘of the Texas an@ Pacific before the jn- 
cident which separs#ed him from the 
|property occurred,” %ntinueq the a-‘i- 
(cle, “and for years afterward the own- 
lers of the road had cause to regret tho 
oc cus'rence.”’ 

Mention is also made of Captain 
Grant’s family life in the article. Whils 
living in New Crleans Captain Grant 
|married Miss May Carville Standsbury, 
|}a lady of many accomplishments. Cap- 
‘tain Grant’s first wife was Miss Na... 
| nie Logan, of this city. Havirg inhere 
ited a large fortune from his father, 
Captain Grant, who had addeqg to %, 
Was at one time known to be wor:h 
over half a million dollars.

Commissioner Clements’ Opinion. 

Commissioner Clements, who rendered 
the decision in this case, said: ‘‘While 
it ig true that before railroads were 
built there were natural distributing 
centers, most of which were located on 
navigable waters, it is also true that 
the railroads, while making a system 
of basing points of these, have extended 
the system, and as pointg have become 
important from increase in population 
and business or by reason of bette 
railroad facilities or naturel advan- 
tages of location, etc., these have been 
gradually given through rates, some- 
times voluntarily, sometimes as a4 re- 
sult of struggles for the trade, and at 
others through the influence and au- 
thority of the commission and the 
courts. 

“A railwey official, called @g a wit- 
ness for the defendants, describing the 
trend of rate-making in this territory 
as due to natural location and tc con- 
petition between the rail lines resulting 
from extensions, drew attention to the 
fact thet the mere growth or unusuai 
progress of one of those points was a 
factor in securing concessions, but 
stated that the original besing point 
system is retained “until the carriers 
accede finally to the request, of these 
prosperous towns on these railroads by 
making the intermediate points basis.’’ 
The same witnesg suggested that ‘‘with- 
out the act” the carriers would proba- 
bly have extended this system, and in 
reply to a question as to the determin- 
ing factors in the extension of the lower 
basig of rates gaid: “I think ratiroads 
would have been governed by two con- 
ditions. I think a@ prosperous commu- 
nity, situated as is Moultrie, in a 
healthy and fertile country on one rail- 
road, might have been picked out for 
treatment in ‘that way. think, on the 
other hand, when two or more ratlroads 
crosg and there was competition for 
business in en endeavor to bulid it up 
obtainadl.”,

Now let us further see how this 
would all work out. If we tax these 
people on what they now say they are 
worth, then the taxes levied on the 
whole property in the state would be: 
very much less because of the large | 
increase in tax values that the “arm- | 
ers, business) men, etc., could ride 
much oftener on what he saves in 
taxes. If they reduce their capital 
stock to a less sum than the rates 
fixed by the commission that would 
make so much reduction that the tax. 
for riding would be much less. 7 

So, either dilemma helps the people 
owning no railroad stock, and does no 
hurt to the honest investor in public | 
utility stock and securities. It only | 
cuts out the water. And we don’t have! 
all this cross-swearing as to values. 

The United States government. has 
put the ban on many things which 
cannot go through the mails, among 
other things lottery tickets. Now, 
these “get-rich-soon,” over-capitalized 
corporations are no better. Suppose 
one of our Georgia congressmen try 
his hand on a bill in congress to ex- 
clude the correspondence, etc., of all 
these watered concerns from the mails 
and from interstate trains’ and tele- 
graphs. You will see the water go out 
fast on a plan like my bill three, I 
think.

fore. The echoes of the recent divorce suit 
brought by Frank Klemme against his wife, 
Hannah Klemme, are loudest when they in- 
yolve the mames of Mr. and Mrs. Jack, 
or J. E., Roosevelt, the cousins of the 
President. Constant A. Andrews was 
named as co-respondent. Mrs. Constant A. 
Andrews has been for years an inmate of 
an asylum for the insane. She is the sis- 
ter of Mrs. Jack Roosevelt, and the most 
startling development of the case was the 
production and the reproduction of alleged 
letters written by the President’s cousin to 
his wife’s sister. 

Some of these letters which, Incident 
to the suit, became public property, were 
as follows: 

My Dear Birdie: 
May I conie around to see you thig even- 
ing, some time after half past eight? 
Affectionately, 
JACK. 
My Dear Birdie:

Miss Cornelia Van Wagenen, Mrs. An- 
drews’s most intimate friend, made affida- 
vit that Mrs. Andrews, before her commit- 
ment to. the hospital for the insane de- 
clared that .“Jack’’ Roosevelt frequently 
rofesse violent’ love to is sister- 
n-law.’’ Mrs. Andrews had a fortune 
amounting to $400,000. In a lawsuit 
brougiat by Constant A. Andrews against 
Jack Roosevelt, Mr. jAndrews aiieged 
that “Mr. Roosevelt as one of the commit- 
tee of guardianship used his power to 
further his own interests at the expense 
of tie demented wife’s estate.” 

Behind this suit is said to be a dramatic 
story of Mr. Amirews’s discovery of the let- 


elers which his-\7ife visited upon the arn 
of the man whose alias is James Williams.

Pansy Roosevelt is a cousin and was once 
the chnm of Mrs. Nieholas Longworth.

Training Teachers for Common 
Schools. 

The State Normal School of Georgia 
was founded for the distinct purpose of 
training teachers for the common schools 
of Georgie, that is, for elementary 
school work. Jt ‘has been recognized 
that the trainimge of teachers for work in 
the secondary schools ought to be Jeft 
‘o the department of education in the 
University of Georgia. The school has 
endeavored to do up-to-dete high school 
work as a mimimum requirement for 
teachers who go out to teach in the 
common schools of the state. 

This has been the aim of the school 
during the twelve years of its existence, 
and it has been realized-in the highest 
degree. Since its founding there have 
been 6.952 teachers enrolled there, and 
there have been 392 graduates. The 
relatively small number of graduates is 
accounted for from the fact that up to 
three years ago the greater number of 
teaehers attending this schoel have been

Normal School has been seen all over 
Georgia. Fully one hundred thousand 
ehildren in Georgia have come under 
the direct influence of the teachers who 
have attended this school and have 
thus received of its benefits.

How the School Started,

funds, boldly paved the way for its 
career of usefulness.

The Student Body. 

While the trustees, officers and fac- 
ulty of the state normal achool are all 
as earnest in their work as men and 
women could possibly pe, they are no 
more earnest or determined than the 
student body.

There are some special lines of work, 
however, that are followed at the State 
‘Normal school that the people of the 
state should become more familiar with. 
They are of importance from a peda- 
gogic standpoint and the results to be 
attained will be made manifest in a 
few yeasts when they have had a full 
and free trial in all the schools of the 
state, 

Agriculture and Industries. 

The social and economic needs of a 
state determine the functions of a nor- 
mal school. To train teachers to meer 
those social and economic needs is the 
best service the school can give. The 
pressing economic needs of a people 
largely determine the social organiza- 
tion and life of the state. The funda. 
mental economic activities gf Georgia 
are agriculture, which concerns the 
largest area and the largest number 
of people; and industries, mostly cot- 
ton-milling, -which concern the smallest 
area and the smallest number of people: 
the walue of the products of these ac- 
tivities, however, are nearly equal. The 
State Normal school trains teachers to 
teach what the children of the state 
hare an eyeryday need to know. The 
ordinary academic subjects are not ne- 
glected, on the contrary they are pbet- 
ter taught and more theroughly taught 
than ever before, but the teachers are 
rained in manudl arts, elementary agri- 
culture amd nature study, and domestic 
arts and: sciences, with the direct aim 
of having the children take out of the 
school into the homes the knowledge that 
has quickened heag and heart and hang. 
taste and conscience, inmteliect ‘ana 
will, and to use what they have thus 
gained in the school to make the home 
life of Georgia communities a source of 
suggestion, inspiration and joy, instead 
of depression and discontent with home 
surroundings.

The school farm, under the direction 
of Professor-Alexander Rhodes, is one 
of the most beneficial parts of. the in- 
stitution, affording not only. splendid 
pedagogical training, but also making 
& money return to the school in many 
ways. 

The Music Department. 

Music is. fast finding itg way into the 
schools of the state. Not in the high- 
est development of the musical] talent, 
for that is left to higher institutions 
of learning, but in its elemeritary state. 

To meet these requirements the State 
Normial school has one of the best music 
departments of any of the institutions 
of learning in the state. The aim. of 
this department is to prepare the teach- 
ers to give to th epupils in the common 
schools of the state a full knowledge 
of the elementary branches of music. 
There also courses of study for more 
‘advanced. pupils. Professor Charles S. 
Stanmage is in chage of this department 
and a better man could not have been 
found for the position. He has  or- 
ganized a splendid orchestra and has 
brought the chorus singing of the school 
up to the highest standard of excel- 
lence. 

The Moral Atmosphere. 

At this. institution the students are 
surrounded by a delightfu) and ° benefi- 
cial moral’ dhd religious atmosphere.

This is what makes the demand so 
great .for graduates from the State 
Nioormal school, a demand that is grow- 
ing every day. The school boards of 
the state are seeking for Normal school 
graduates pecause they come fresh from 
this school with experience in teach- 
ing according to the best methods. 

This department of the gchool is under 
the direftion of Miss C. S. Parrish and 
Miss Lollie M. Smith, assisted by a corps 
of competent teachers in fhe different 
grade?. 

Buildings and Grounds. 

Twelve years ago the State Normal 
School had one building, old Rock Col- 
lege, and the grounds were unsightly. in 
the extreme. Now there are seven 
buildings and a beautiful campus. 

The old Rock College building, now 
known as Gilmer hall, was built before 
the war between the states and was 
used as a-preparatory school on the or- 
ganization of that. institution, along 
with some forty acres of ‘land. -It is a 
very good*dormitory building, but stands 
rin ‘need of some’ repairs. 

Bradwell Hall, named in honor 
President S. D. Bradwell, the first pres- 
ident of the State Normal School, was 
the second building on the campus.. It 
is a three-story structure and is used as 
a dormitory for men. . 

The auditorium bullding long 
while furnished all the oe rooms 
‘for the school, and quite inadeqhate was 
this provision until the erection of the 
James M. Smith science hall. 

The ‘Winnie Davis Memorial hall !s a 
dormitory accommodating sixty young 
women. . It was the gift of the, Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy in Georgia to 
‘the State Normal School as a memorial 
to the daughter of Jefferson Davis. 

The Muscogee Practice School build- 
ing 1s one of the most attractive build- 
ings on the campus, being named in 
honor uf the county of his birth by the 
generous donor, Dr. George Foster Pea- 
body, formerly of Georgia, and now of 
New York. 

The last two buildings to be erected 
were the James M. Smith building and 
the new dining hall. These buildings 
were made possible by. the gift of. ten 
thousand dollars by Hon. James M. 
Smith, of Oglethorpe county. ten thou- 
sand dollars by Dr. George Foster Pea- 
body, five thousand dollars by the citi- 
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zens of the state, and twenty-five thou 
sand dollars by the state of Georgia, 
of the School's Needs.

The aim of the school fs to provide the 
very best training for 500 students. It 
would be no hard task to have 1,000 
students there «ich year; in fact, one 
year there were 900 applications for 
admission. Still, the ideal school is one 
that provides thoroughly for all stu- 
aents in every department, and the Stats 
Normal wishes to provide for 500 etu- 
dents and provide for them well. 

Each year the call wpon the Sta‘e 
Normal school is for at least 250 teach- 
ers, upon an average. At least one 
hundred teachers every year should bs 
sent forth as graduates from this insti- 
tution. Last year the number was 
eighty; this year sixty. 

One of the gremt needs fust now is 
more dormitory room for the student. 
Room for 100 more students in ths 
dormitories ig needed badly. Along with 
this need will go room for more classes. 
In spite of the reom provided for the 
classes in the James M. Smith building. 
there are now several departments that 
are practically without accommodations. 
These are the two greatest needs for the 
school just now. 

There is also needed a library build- 
ing to accommodate at least ten thou- 
sand volumes; an infirmary buitiding of 
at least ten rooms; a Y. W. C. A. build- 
ing; a large acreage on the campus, 

Enthusiasm itn the Work. 
The future ef the State Normal school 
bright with proralse. Its trustees 
and its officials and teachers are bend- 
ing every energy to the work of its de- 
velopment; the graduates of the institu- 
tion, scattered all-over Georgia, are ex-
